City May Join Block Extension Suit 


The City of Des Flames may join Park 


Ridge and three other suburbs in a suit 
against the City of Chicago and 23 air- 
lines to block expansion of O'Hare Air- 
port 


Aid. Robert D. Michaels, 8th, has 


called a meeting of the City council's 
judiciary, special aeronautics, and air 
and water pollution committees for next 
Tuesday to discuss city participation in 
the lawsuit, which was filed about two 
months ago. 


According to Micnnols, who is an out- 


spoken critic of noise abatement proce- 
dures at O'Hare, the city has been in- 
vited to enter the suit, the second filed 


by Park Ridge to halt airport expansion. 


Bensenvilte, Schiller Park and Elm- 


hurst have already joined he Park 
Ridge suit against the Chicago's airport 
authority and airlines using 0"Iare 


Edward Lundberg, attorney represent- 


ing the four suburbs, yesterday told the 
Herald/ Day that the suit asks an in- 
junction against Chicago and the airlines 
to prevent construction of additional 
O'Hare runways, which he said are now 
in the planning stage. 


"BASICALLY, THE suit is one to en- 


join the nuisance created by the oper- 
ation of the airport," Lundberg said. 
"The noise generated and the air pollu- 


tion is injurious to the health, safety and 
welfare of the general public." 


The four municipalities have passed 


resolutions declaring the expansion of 
the airport and its prsent operations to 
be a public nuisance, but the suit seeks 
only to limit O'Hare expansion, not to 
curtail present operations, Lundberg 
said. 


"The suit contends that while the pre- 


sent operation is certainly a nuisance, 
people have grown up with it," he said. 
"However, the expansion of airport facil- 
ities will produce an intensification of the 
existing problem, and that 
is" what 


they're worried about" 


He said Chicago is now building a new 


runway and has plans for additional run- 
way construction in. the near future. 


Congressman Harold R. Collier, R-lOth, 


the airport and its present operations to 
O'Hare expansion plans and warned that 
the Defense Department has no power to 
transfer government land at O'Hare to 
the City of Chicago for new runways He 
told the Herald/Day that Chicago has ap- 
proached the Air Force about obtaining 
100 acres of presently unused land at the 
airport 


Lundberg said the present suit was 


originally filed in DuPage County but 
has been transferred to the Cook County 


Circuit Court He said an earlier suit 
against Chicago has been dropped by 
Park Ridge. 


That action, which Des Plaines was 


also invited to join, contended that the 
Chicago Plan Commission gave in- 
adequate notice of public hearings on 
O'Hare runway expansion, he said. 


Michaels said Des Plaines decided not 


to enter the earlier suit but may join 
with Park Ridge, Bensenville, Elmhurst 
and Schiller Park to fight new O'Hare 
runways. 


Collier this week said he will meet with 


mayors of 22 suburbs surrounding the 
airport to plan the fight against runway 


expansion The congressman said he is> 
"unalterably opposed" to enlarging the 
airport and recommends seeking an air- 
port site south or southwest of Chicago. 


If Chicago can obtain 100 of the 354 


acres at O'Hare owned by the Defense 
Department, Collier said, it plans to 
build five new runways 


Saying that he intends to use every 


means possible to block O'Hare growth, 
the congressman said that in suits 
against airport authorities in Atlanta and 
Los Angeles, the courts have ruled that 
homeowners whose property is damaged 
by airport expansion must be com- 
pensated.

2nd Ward alderman and a friend of Kind- 
er, yesterday told the Des Plaines Her- 
ald/Day that Kinder was "a fine fellow 
and a good city official who had a bt of 
common sense." 


Henrich, 82, who grew up with Kinder, 


retired as city clerk in 1965. 


In addition to his city and business 


duties, Kinder served on the board of di- 
rectors of the First Federal Savings and 
Loan Assn. of Des Plaines and was a 
former president of the Des Plaines 
Chamber of Commerce and Industry. 


At the time of his death, Kinder lived 


at 777 Graceland Ave. His former resi- 
dence at 777 Lee St. is now occupied by 


the Des Plaines Historical Society He 
was preceded in death by his wife, Edith. 


Survivors include three sons, George 


Hewitt of Georgetown, Ind., Ray H. and 
James H., both of Des Plaines; eight 
grandchildren; and a brother, Wallace L. 
of Des Plaines.

Lee and Perry streets, Des Plaines, until 
time of funeral services at 2 30 p m. in 
the chapel of the funeral home.

this week is being reprinted again today. 


he city is trying to contact senior citi- 


zens living here to determine the level of 
interest in a federally financed senior 
citizen housing development. 


Des Plaines residents who are 62 or 


older, or who haVe parents of that age, 
and are interested in living in a low-rent 
apartment building designed specifically 
for the elderly, have been asked to re- 
turn the questionnaire to the city. 


Des Plaines has signed a cooperation 


agreement with the Cook County Housing 
Authority, (CCHA) which would develop 
and run the housing project, and has also 
applied for a preliminary federal plan- 
ning grant through the CCHA. 


The proposed CCHA project would pro- 


vide low-rent apartments to married and 


single-senior citizens 82 and older whose 
Income levels qualify them for residency. 


Maximum Income for a single person 


would be $3,800 annually and $4,200 for a 
married couple. 


According to arobert D. Michaels (Aid. 


8th) head of the city council's senior citi- 
zen housing committee, first priority in 
the housing development would be given 
to persons who had been Des Plaines 
residents for at least two years. 


Next In line, Michaels said, would be 


senior citizens whose children have lived 
in the city for at least two years. Third 
priority would be given to any Cook 
County resident meeting the age and in- 
come requirements, he said. 


Michaels said a 127-unit CCHA senior 


citizen housing development in Niles has 
been kept completely full of elderly who 
had lived at least two years in Nlles be- 
fore moving into the project.

Oakton OKs Leasing Plan 


The Oakton Community College school 


board this week approved the leasing of 
a building which would increase campus 
size by almost SO per cent. 


The Dist. 535 school board authorized a 


"letter of intent" which allows college at- 
torney Joseph Murphy to draw up the 
necessary documents to rent the build- 
ing, at Oakton and Nagle, in Morton 
Grove, for 10 years, from Sept. 1, 1970 
through Sept. 1,1980. 


The lease must be approved by the Illi- 


nois Junior College board, because state 
law requires approval of all junior col- 
lege leases of more than five years, ac- 
cording to Dr. William Koehnline, college 


president. The state board is scheduled 
to meet Aug. 14. 


This building would add 43,505 square 


feet to the three present buildings, which 
total about 70,000 square feet. 


The four buildings were formerly 


leased by the Cook Electric Co. The 
three other buildings, now undergoing re- 
novation, were leased May 1. 


The decision to lease the building was 


made by the college board last week af- 
ter the Niles Township High School board 
decided to rent part of the building as an 
administrative center. 


Dr. Koehnline said then that the Niles 


decision had made the leasing "econom- 


Diagnostic Center Closes 


High School Dist. 207's diagnostic and 


remedial learning center, serving the 
needs of youngsters in the area having 
learning problems, closed recently at the 
end of its third and final year of federal 
funding as a Title III project under the 
Federal Elementary and Secondary Edu- 
cation Act. 


Under the direction of Thomas V. Tel- 


der, the Center in Park Ridge had devel- 
oped into one of the most outstanding 
projects of its kind in the country accord- 
ing to Richard R. Short, superintendent 
of Dist.

Over the three year period since Jury 


1.1967, when it was first established, the 
project provided a model program de- 
signed to "prescribe and furnish correc- 
tive and remedial training for students 
having learning problems in reading and 
communiction," school officials said. 


Students recommended by the schools 


for help by the Center's staff have not 


been mentally retarded or of low ability, 
but have been students who have met 
with a consistent lack of success in 
learning. 


The center's goal has been to improve 


their chances of success by identifying 
then- problems as early as possible, pro- 
viding help in overcoming them, and pre- 
paring the young people for a more fruit- 
ful adult life.

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City Cops Have 


No Ticket Quotas 


Des Plaines police do not operate on a 


"quota" system in their enforcement of 
traffic violations such as the system 
being used by Arlington Heights police. 


Arlington Heights police, who prefer to 


use the term "enforcement index sys- 
tems" instead of "quotas," said they ex- 
pect a certain number of traffic tickets 
per eight hour shifts to be written by 
traffic division officers. 


According to Des Plaines Police Chief 


Arthur Hintz, his patrolmen are not giv- 
en a quota on' the number of traffic tick- 
ets they should issue each day. 


"I would never set a quota on the num- 


ber of traffic arrests my men should 
make," Hintz said "But in a city the 
size of Des Plaines, which has a higher 
amount of traffic going through it than' 
any other city in this area, the men are 
bound to issue some traffic tickets during 
their patrol. 


"WE KEEP DAILY time sheets," 


Hintz continued, "so we know how many 
hours a man spends on service calls and 
how much time he spends on patrol If he 
spends several hours on patrol then he 
should find some traffic violators. It's in- 
evitable with the great amount of traffic 
going through town '' 


Hintz "also said patrolmen are told 


which intersections have high accident 
rates so they can provide an extra 
watch. But they are not told to issue a 


greater number of tickets at these inter-

Hintz said the department keeps an en- 


forcement map which indicates injury 
accidents "This map serves as a key, 
and also tells them what kind of viola- 
tions to look for," Hintz said, "these high 
injury crossings are generally patrolled 
more highly," he said. 


IN ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, police use 


a second ticket system which applies to 
their high accident areas. Police are ex- 
pected to write a eertain number of tick- 
ets for violators of the village's traffic 
ordinance that has caused most of the 
previous serious accidents.

Also, children today must learn how to 


answer their own questions. The amount 
of information available is increasing at 
an incredible rate, and it can't all be 
taught in the classroom or remembered 
by the student. 


Besides, she said, it is now predicted 


that each child today will change his oc- 
cupation five times in his lifetime, and 
he must learn to learn by himself. 


Also needed, was a way for teachers to 


have a closer working relationship with 
librarians and library materials. 


The answer was in the instructional 


learning centers. 


The new west center will have the 


regular circulating books, and reference 
books,, like encyclopedias, atlases, and 
almanacs. 


It also will have about 300 film strips 


on topics such as social studies or Afro- 
American studies, which the child 
can project himself. 


Transparencies will be available on 


such topics as the history of Des Plaines. 


"Realia Kits" — plastic boxes of mate- 


rials gathered from around the world, 
like sand from Hawaii or "worry" beads 
from Saudi Arabia — are available for 
the child who wants to. see something 
real from the country he is studying.

Chil-• 
dren who have finished their classwork 
may go by themselves to the library. 


All the books aren't academic. There 


are many fiction books and magazines. 
There is a general reading room. 


Teachers may bring their classes into 


the center in connection with classroom 
work. There is also a regular library sci- 
ence class at the beginning of each 
school year to teach use of reference 
books and audio visual machines. 


Each center is part of the total system. 


All of the non-printed material is avail- 
able through an inter-center loan. If it is 
needed, the librarian will call, and re- 
ceive the materials by mail. Films are 
housed in the district administrative cen- 
ter. 


The future calls for a large file of all 


the materials, and the use for the base- 
ment of the administration center as pro- 
duction area available to teachers and 
staffed are artist and audio-visual spe- 
cialist.

"A big youth center for the glory of the 


youth commission and Des Plaines City 
Council isn't the answer." 


This is one conclusion drawn by Mrs. 


Charlene Baron, member of Des Plaines 
Youth Commission. 


Mrs. Baron, in her year on the com- 


mission, has advocated Drop-in centers 
— places where young people can sit 
around and talk in an "unstructured," 
n o n-rigid, rule-inhibiting atmosphere, 
with adult supervision, but with youth 
self-planning and self-discipline. 


She has backed the use of present fa-

cilities for the creation of a number of 
youth centers in the community. She 
thinks that a large new youth center, as 
some communities have built would be a 
"White elephant." 


It's use would be obsolete before it was 


built, and because it didn't reflect cur- 
rent youth needs, it wouldn't be used. 


Also, one centralized youth center 


would be unavailable to most of the 
youth, because they don't have cars. 


MRS, BARON, WHO is a Des Plaines 


housewife, and mother of two, bases her 
conclusions on a report by the Illinois 
Youth Commission, made in Des Plaines 
six months ago. and on her extensive 
readings, observations, and attendance 
at state workshops on delinquency. 


She was appointed to the youth com- 


mission last August when herpenetrating 
observations were noted by aldermen at 
committee meetings. 


The state commission, part of the De- 


partment of Correction, found that there 
were almost no facilities, which few ex- 
ceptions like the small drop-in center at 
the First Congregational Church, for a 
certain sector of Des Plaines youth. 


These are what have been called the 


"longbairs" or the hippies. They "no 
longer fit into the nice neat little pack- 
ages anyone over 30 has been led to be- 
lieve is the proper way." 


THEY "WANT TO BE individuals, to 


use their bodies and the way they look as 
an expression of the way they feel. Con- 
formity — wearing bras — isn't really 
that important to them." 


They don't conform to the traditional 


patterns of most of the youth in Des 
Plaines. The "straights" have organized 
sports activities in the park district, and 
organized activities in the high schools, 
she said. 


"If the straight kids don't have any- 


thing to do, they go down in their base- 
ment and watch TV, or read a book." 
They have outlets for their feelings in the 
schools, sports, jobs, and commu- 
nications in their homes. They have 
someone willing to listen. "The commu- 
nity has done a really excellent job, pro- 
viding for these kids." 


But the non-straights, are the "ones 


who act out, get into trouble with the 
police, turn on themselves and take 


drugs, do what isn't socially acceptable. 


WHY? BECAUSE THERE is a "break- 


down problem" of the family. In some 
cases, people have stopped talking to 
each other. They are too involved in 
making money, or trying to run away 
from each -other. Parents are too in- 
volved, and ignore the fact they have 
brought children into the world. 


"In some cases, there are drinking 


problems or financial troubles. The fami- 
ly unit can no longer be looked to for 
strength." 


As the state report pointed out, this 


group of youths, has little or no facilities 
to do with their non-school time, she 
said. 


After six hours of structured school 


work, this group of youths don't want to 
go home. They want to be with each oth- 
er, and to talk, she said. 


When they gather at a soda shop, they 


are asked to leave because of their Jong 
hair and rowdiness. They gather at vari- 
ous places, on street corners, or near 
McDonalds. 


THE ANSWER TO this situation, she 


believes, is to supplement what parents 


cannot or will not do. It isn't the total 
answer but the problem must be at- 
tacked on a community basis, she said. 


"People must become aware that there 


are a lot of kids who aren't being raised 
well. Good parents must understand that 
perhaps they ought to extend themselves 
a little more, say and invite over the 
neighbors kids, whose father is never 
home, or whose mother is always drunk. 


"Set up programs like Big; Brother, 


and a lot of the statistics wouldn't be 
statistics with the proper supervision and 
training. Each child must be given the 
opportunity to develop himself to the best 
of his ability. 


"The' newly opened Drop-in center on 


Oakton provides a supervised place for 
young people to go. That is the minimum 
it does, so they won't walk the streets. 
Hopefully, the bad influences are cut to a 
minimum. And it is staffed with good 
people, who care, and who will also pro- 
vide a redirection."

Leonard snld he 
would inform the village and the CCPA 
of the results by letter in several days. 


Village Mgr. fierton G. Braun said ear- 


lier in the day he did not think there 
would be any question of the village 
board recognizing the winner of the elec- 
tion as bargaining agent. It was the 
board, he noted, that authorized the elec- 
tion. 


The results of the election came as no 


surprise. 


Officers in the Palatine Police Associ- 


ation earlier this year said most of the 
men in the department had joined the 
Cook County group, 


The CCPA's attorney, Arthur Loevy 


did represent six men in a hearing at 
which they pleaded guilty to charges 
stemming from a Jan, 16 incident and,

peared before the village board earlier 
this year and asked for recognition as 
the bargaining agent for the CCPA, a 
dues deduction prlvitedge from the pa- 
trolmen's paychecks and the estab- 
lishment of a grievance procedure in the 
department. 


On Jan. 16 the patrolmen came to po- 


lice headquarters, several of them pull- 
ing their squad cars off the road, to meet 
with Chief Robert Centner, The men said 
that was the only way they could get the 
chief to meet with them. 


The Cook County Police Association is 


the group that has been recently trying 
to gain recognition as the representative 
for policemen in Wheeling, Waukegan 
and the Lake County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment.

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School Year Talks Planned 


The high school Dial. 2H board Mon- 


day night is scheduled to get into the 
first fun discussion of the Committee of 
TS's recommendations for a four-quarter 
school year. 


The meeting, which will begin at 7:30 


at 790 W. Kensington Road, Mount Pros- 
pect, is the board's only August meeting. 
The second meeting of the month has 
been cancelled, as is traditional in the 
district. 


Roderick McLennan, Assistant Super- 


intendent who is filling in for the vaca- 
tioning Supt. Edward Gilbert, said that 
the full board would first be asked for 
their opinions on the four-quarter recom- 


mendation, specifically how soon the dis- 
trict might expect such a change. 


Comm 75, which is composed of 75 


t e a c h e r s , board members, adminis- 
trators, students and parents, has been 
meeting since February to study the pos- 
sibility of expanded educational opportu- 
nities in the district, It has endorsed a 
four-quarter plan in a preliminary re- 
port; the board is expected to act on 
their recommendation later this year. 


McLennan said that a number of pos- 


sible questions about expanded school 
schedules would be raised Monday He'll 
ask if the district's summer school pro-

gram might be enlarged and enhanced to 
increase educational opportunities. 


He'll ask, too, if early and late sched- 


uling might be increased to get more stu- 
dents into classrooms at different times. 
Ht'll also ask if weekend time and out- 
side resources could be more fully used 
by the district. 


After the consideration of Comm 75's 


report, the board will continue the dis- 
cussion of attendance boundaries. 


Several weeks ago Evan Shull, a dis- 


trict instructional coordinator, presented 
a possible district map for the 1971-72 
school year, when the district's seventh 
high school opens in Rolling Meadows. 


McLennan said that Monday's session 


will not include the presentation of a new 
map Shull is working on a second map, 
but Me Lennan will limit Monday's dis- 
cussion to the first map presented. 


Representatives from two subdivisions 


and from Prospect Heights will address 


the board on the question of attendance 
boundaries for the district's high schools. 
The question of redrawing boundaries to 
accommodate the new school in Rolling 
Meadows has been considered by district 
officials as a major problem. 


The board will also act on a request to 


raise annual textbook fees from $9.50 to 
$12. The request is the second in several 
months; the first was rejected when sev- 
eral board members said they hoped a 
plan could be worked out to aid families 
with large numbers of children. 


However, the district's attorney said 


that a system of staggered increases 
would not be acceptable, so the board 
will try again Monday to hike the text- 
book fee to meet costs. 


Finally, Meyer, Mayor of Rolling 


Meadows, will address the board on the 
subject of the high school in Rolling 
Meadows, which is currently under con- 
struction.

Not Just Empty Calories 


The Way We See It 
Growth Isn 't Enough 


The U.S. Census Bureau admit- 


ted it got quite a shock when it re- 
viewed its preliminary 1970 count 
figures. 


The early results showed that for 


the first time in this nation's his- 
tory, more people are living in the 
suburbs than in the cities. 


The exodus since 1960 was no 


surprise, but — as the bureau con- 
ceded — no one knew quite the 
magnitude of it. Now 30 to 35 per 
cent of the population is settled in 
the suburbs, slightly more than the 
total city population. 


This is impressive, on the face of 


it. But the miraculous growth of 
the suburbs reminds us again of 
the profound challenge it poses, a 
challenge intertwined with the 
very quality of our life. 


We have in our suburbs too many 


examples of too fast growth — 
faceless communities with no sem- 
blance of character or identity, 
communities planned with too little 
regard for water supply, sanitation 
facilities, 
streets, 
open 
space, 


shopping, even schools. 


The effect often is one of no plan- 


ning at all, but of filling a plot of 
land here, and filling a plot there, 
and not insuring adequately for fa- 
cilities and coordination. To some 
residents, it means a dreariness; 
to most, it means occasional peri- 
ods of crisis to face problems

posed by Inadequate essentials — 
floods in the spring, sprinkling 
bans in the summer, too few class- 
rooms in the fall, nowhere to go for 
recreation. 


The list is long, and there is pre- 


cious little chance now to right the 
wrongs already committed, except 
on a spotty basis. 


But there is a lot of hope yet in 


future growth, and to that end, 
we're intrigued by the announce- 
ment of the "new century town" 
being planned near Mundelein in 
Lake County. 


Three huge Chicago area com- 


panies — Sears, Mafco Inc. (a sub- 
sidiary of Marshall Field & Co.) 
and Urban Investment and Devel- 
opment Co. — are pooling their re- 
sources in the $250 million project. 


In effect, they are building a 


complete town from scratch, start- 
ing with a regional commercial 
center and expanding until it has 
the facilities and housing for a pop- 
ulation of 15,000 to 18,000. Com- 
pletion is expected in five to seven 
years. 


The new town is described as 


somewhere between the typical 
bedroom community suburb and 
t h e totally self-contained new 
towns now sprouting in Europe. 


The accent will be on maximum 


utilization of space, building the 
commercial center on several lev- 


els, constructing houses in clus- 
ters, mixing in townhouses and 
apartment buildings. The total 
package will include' a regional 
town center, residential neighbor- 
hoods, a hotel, schools and at least 
one research-development center. 


Parking will be available for 


about 8,000 cars, through traffic 
will be kept to a minimum, and 
concentration will be on freeing 
space for recreation and leisure- 
time activities. 


The new town will be interlaced 


w i t h pedestrianways, 
bicycle 


paths, and park areas, and the 
focus of the interior will be a 40- 
acre lake, perhaps with a picnic is- 
land, a marina, and zoological and 
botannical gardens. 


In sum, it's all a lot more vision- 


ary than houses row upon row with 
a shopping center and bowling al- 
ley. 


The critical question is whether 


it'll be too visionary, or whether 
it'll succeed and become a pro- 
totype for communities like it all 
over the United States. 


It's a challenge to planners, 


builders and community officials 
to make it succeed, because the 
hallmark of the plan is that it rec- 
ognizes that there is more to living 
than just moving into a home in the 
suburbs. And even in our suburbs, 
there still is some time and some 
room to adapt.

Sad to say, but the village board in 


Wheeling bungled it* chance to have the 
policemen return to work list Friday. 


A back-to-work arrangement had been 


retched Thursday night, and both the po- 
lice and the trustees agreed to it. Yet 
when the police returned to work the 
next day, they learned that the village 
had not carried out all parts of the 
agreement as the police thought they 
would. 


By Friday afternoon, the police were 


•o angered, so sure they had been 
doubtorosMd, that probably nothing 
short of the village's agreeing to each of 
their demands would have kept them on 
the job. 


At a special village board meeting Sun- 


day, tht police called the trustees (the 
one* that were there anyway) to task for 
boggling the back-to-work agreement. 


FOR ONE THING, they wanted to 


know why the Injunction had not been 
dropped at the same time the police re- 
lumed to work. To that, Village Atty. 


Paul Hamer said there were procedural 
matters that would have taken tune to be 
cleared up before the Injunction would be 
dropped. 


Yet, as the police point out, no one in- 


formed them Friday there would be a 
delay in dropping the injunction. With 
the situation as tenuous as it was, cer- 
tainly someone could have notified the 
police it would take a few days to drop 


the itjunction. 


Apparently, no village official thought 


to do that. 


Another point: police were angered be- 


cause they were told that notations would 
be put in their personnel folders listing 
unexcused absences for the days they 
called in sick. 


Though Trustee Ira Bird said Sunday 


night he thought that was part of the 
agreement, it was, nevertheless, left out 
of the joint press release Issued by the 
two sides outlining the terms of the 
agreement. Bird announced Sunday no 
such notations would be put in the men's 
folders. 


ANOTHER REASON the police wire 


angered was because pay for the days 
they called in sick was deducted from 
their paychecks. Village officials say 
part of the agreement was that the vil- 
lage's sick leave ordinance would be fol- 
lowed. And, it was. 


But last Friday when the men returned 


to work, their paychecks were not ready 


because a mistake had been made in fol- 
lowing the sick leave ordinance with re- 
gard to paycheck deductions. So delivery 
of the paychecks was held up. Once they 
got the checks, the police felt they were 
being cheated. 


Once again, a communications foulup 


had the result of the policemen feeling 
the village board was not carrying out its 
part of the agreement. 


The sum total of al] the administrative 


goofs, communications failure or what- 
ever you choose to call them, was that 
the police concluded they had suffered a 
doublecross at the hands of the village 
board. 


Not Only did the police leave then: jobs 


last Friday, but they also hardened their 
position. 


The village board through its clumsi- 


ness in earring out the back-to-work 
agreement last Friday has created a lo- 
cal version of the credibility gap between 
itself and the police. Regardless of the 
outcome of the police walkout, that gap 
will be there for a long time to come.

The senior division boys must be 10 but 


not over 14. All 14-year-olds must play in 
the seniors. Boys over 150 pounds cannot 
play any offensive positions other than 
tackle, guard or center. 


The weight of approved ball carriers — 


according to weigh in on either above 
date — will be: 8s and 9s must be 80 
pounds or less; 10s must be 75 pounds or 
less. In the juniors, 9s, 10s and 11s must 
be 95 pounds or less; 12s and 13s must be 
85 pounds or less. In the seniors, 110 
pounds or less. Second weigh-ins in the 
bantams and juniors and a third in the

Observers around Illinois had been 


s o m e w h a t concerned about Page's 
apparent disinterest in running hard to 
fend off a challenge from the young 
Democratic upstart, Mike BakaHs 


Now, however, it appears Page has un- 


leashed some of the talents which will 
make him once again the most popular 
educator in Illinois. 


Two examples tell the story. First, ear- 


ly last week the legal advisor in Page's 
office announced to all school districts in 
the state that, under current legislation, 
they can't hold more than one preschool 
Institute day without paying their teach- 
ers 


Institute days are also known as 


"teacher orientation days." High School 
Dist. 214, serving Wheeling and Elk 
Grove Townships, has traditionally had a 
five-day program to acquaint and reac- 
quaint new and old teachers with the dis- 
trict. 


NOW, IF AREA boards approve, each 


district can cancel all but the final day, 
or they can offer all but the final day 
without pay You see, the districts had 
not planned to pay its teachers for a full 
week 


Administrators predictably jumped for 


joy'when they heard of the legal opinion. 
After all, they reason that orientation 
can be accomplished just as well in the 
few minutes before classes begin the fol- 
lowing week They don't mind shifting 
schedules which were developed months 
ago for the institutes. 


Teachers, too, were pleased After all, 


many stand to benefit if the institutes 
are cancelled due to lack of attendance 
The more affluent teachers can spend 
easily four more days on their 24-day, 
packaged world tours 


Oh, some persons were slightly an- 


noyed Eugenia Chapman, D-Arlington 
Heights, who sponsored the bill on which 
Page's office made the interpretation, 
said that wasn't what the bill was meant 
to provide. After all, though, Mrs. Chap- 
man is a bad Democrat, arid Page is a 
good Republican. 


But school personnel generally, faced 


by schedule changes, were happy with 
the decision. The confusion and the tim- 
ing of the legal opinion only added to 
their pleasure 


Second, Page's campaign got a bigger 


and better boost when the Sun-Times, in 
cooperation with the Better Goverment 
Association (EGA), revealed that Page's 
office has been making illegal purchases. 


ACCORDING TO THE Sun-Times, 


Page's office had been ordered last year 
to stop buying certain goods on an 
individual basis and buy them in quan- 
tities, thus gaining a discount and saving 
money for the taxpayers. 


The Important fact about the dis- 


closures is that it finally gets Page's 
name in the papers, where it belongs. 
There's nothing like publicity to unite 
these middle-of-the-road votpr« tn gut out 
and vote. 


Some will argue, of course, that the 


disclosures will do Page harm. Non- 
sense Page's support among the persons 
who have worked with him has never 
been stronger. 


Page accurately gauged the reason for 


the Sun-Times' disclosure on Sunday, 
when he told a WBBM-TV interviewer 
that it had something to do with Field 
Enterprises' publishing interests. Ob- 
viously, Field wanted that contract for 
typewriters about which the Sun-Times 
wrote.

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Urge TB Test For School Children 
Regner TO Represent Legislators 


Busy parente, trying hard to get their 


children ready for tchool in fall, should 
be sure that a tuberculin test is Included 
in their physical examination. 


This reminder for parents was given 


this week by Dr. Bertram W. Carnow, 
medical director of The Tuberculosis In- 
stitute of Chicago and Cook County (the 
Christmas Seal agency). Illinois law re- 
quires studenU entering the first, fifth 
and ninth grades of school to have a 
physical examination by a doctor. 


Tuberculin testing is the most valuable 


means for detecting a TB infection in 
children. A red, or positive, reaction 
means that an Individual at some time 
has had contact with the disease. While 
for adults this may represent very old 
contact, children, particularly those with 


a previously negative reaction, have had 
recent contact with the disease. 


Medication frequently can prevent 


these children from developing tubercu- 
losis. Tuberculin testing also is very im- 
portant in alerting families, schools and 
other community areas that an individ- 
ual may have active tuberculosis, and 
serves as an important means of dis- 
covering active tuberculosis. 


A VARIETY OF tests can be used to 


detect TB Most of them can be given 
quickly and easily, with the results avail- 
able in a few days. 


Tuberculin testing is an important part 


of any checkup If all persona who have 
active TB or a tuberculous infection 
could be found and treated, the disease 


could ultimately be eradicated.

Pounds His 
Red Gavel

Mow would you like two headlights 


from a 1924 Rolls Royce sitting in your 
house for conversation. Or. how about an 
issue of the Chicago Herald Examiner 
from December 31, 1929 on your coffee 
table? 


Or would you rather have a 1935 copy 


of "Goody-Bye Mr. Chips" added to your 
library. Or, Bing Crosby's original 
recording of "Blue Skies" playing on 
your victrola? 


If you find any of these items to your 


liking they're available at the Red Gavel 
Auction Mouse at 575 Lee St. in Oes 
Plaines. 


"Old goods have a lot of character 


about them," says Milt Cully, owner of 
the Red Gavel. And people realize that 
unless they're willing to spend a lot of 
money for goods today, they won't get 
the same quality from new goods as they 
do from old." 


"Also," Cully continued, "going to an 


auction is like having gambler's fever — 
people become obsessed with getting 
something cheaper than anywhere else. 
Many people also find an auction enter- 
taining." 


CULLY CONDUCTS THE auctions at 


the Red Gavel as well as private auc- 
tions in homes. "Today people hold home 
auctions to sell their belongings because 
they're moving. The idea is to sell what- 
ever they have on this end, and buy new 
furniture or whatever when they get to 
their new home," 


"Years ago," Cully said, "People 


would have private auctions only if they 
were forced to sell their belongings be- 
cause they had gone bankrupt or had 
mortgage foreclosures or the last of the 
family's generations died and left a 
home full of furniture." 


"Some of the items we sell at auc- 


tions," Cully said, "are old and in need 
of repair. Other goods are brand new 
and still other items are good but used." 


What kind of people come to auction? 


"We get a great cross section of 
1 people 


c o m i n g to auctions," Cully said. 
"They're generally real down to earth 
people who are very unpretentious. We 
get rich people as well as people who are 
not so rich. We have a variety of things 
anyway, so we can please the majority 
of people." 


Cully opened the Red Gavel two years 


ago with the sole purpose of holding auc- 
tions. He and his wife, Pat, found the 
huge building, which had previously 
housed a teen dance hall, a perfect place 
for an auction house. 


"WE REPAIRED AND decorated the 


building when we took it over," he said. 
"And we made the entire second floor 
into an auction parlor. Then we decided 
to try something new — so we made the 
first floor into a resale shop and it's open 
every day. We also have a large selec- 
tion of used furniture on display in the 
auction parlor." 


Cully, who is a licensed auctioneer, 


used to conduct auctions part-time before 
opening the Red Gavel. "I had gone to 
auction school in Decatur. Indiana to 
learn about this kind of selling," he said. 
"Then I became a fireman in Park 
Ridge and conducted auctions when I 
was off-duty. After being with the depart- 
ment for two years I decided to devote 
full-time to auctioneering so I opened the 
Red Gavel." 


CULLY THINKS HIS business will 


really grow in the near future. "The day 
is fast coming when used furniture and 
antiques will become a really big thing 
because people are more educated and 
they find they don't have to pay ex- 
orbitant prices for new furniture when 
they can buy good used items. Also 
people no longer think that buying used 
furniture is a downgrading procedure. 
They realize there is prestige in owning 
old furniture." 


And as long as people find auctions en- 


tertaining, Cully will continue to pound 
his red gavel and shout "Sold!"

First of a series dealing with the Illi- 


nois Juvenile Officers File located in 
Rolling Meadows.

"They used to make rope by walking 


backwards from the starting point. Well, 
that's the way we're helping these kids 
who are getting into trouble over and 
over again." 


Joe Giunta's voice rose and he talked 


faster 
as he became 
more 
angry. 


"When I get a boy in trouble and it's 
three o'clock in the morning, I don't 
want some guy with a degree who wants 
to figure out why the kid did something 
wrong, I want someone who'll help him 
NOW." 


Giunta is administrator of the Illinois 


Juvenile Officers Information File, which 


has its offices on the first floor of the 
Rolling Meadows city hall. 


The file is a confidential listing of Illi- 


nois youths who get into trouble and only 
policemen registered with the file can 
get information from it. 


"Five hundred police departments in 


88 Illinois counties, four Wisconsin, 3 In- 
diana, 2 Iowa and one Missouri county 
belong to the file," Giunta said. It is up 
to the local police department to decide 
to send the name of a youth under 18 to 
Giunta"s office. 


"WHAT DISTURBS ME IS that we 


have the information on who in each 
town needs help, but I can't get any 
agency or group to help the individual,'1 


Giunta said. "Just look at the number of 
red tabs on some of these cards. These 


are repeaters. We know this individual 
needs help, but you just try and find 
someone who'll help him get a job or go 
back to school, or do whatever he wants 
to get back into society." 


Giunta feels too much money is being

•the town? 
: The whispered drone of the engines 
'.continues and in less than 10 minutes 
•polluted Lake Michigan, just a big pond 
'from this height, is spanned. As most 
'.passengers bury their faces la paperback 
'.novels and magazines, the traveler takes 
•.in another village. "1 wonder if this 
• town has a BOLI that everyone hates for 
'-its stand on sidewalks? Do they have a 


parking problem at the train station? 
Have they been prohibited from making 
left turns in their downtown area?" 


But all these towns appear problem 


free from 35,000 feet, everything is run- 
ning smoothly. The minute autos flow 
freely over the interlaced ribbons of 
roads. They have no problems there. But 
they must. Arlington Heights can't be 
the only town with such problems, can 
it? 


AS THE FLIGHT continues the prob- 


lems of Arlington Htights seem too small 
to worry about.

Trustees accepted the resignation of 


Village Mgr. Virgil Barnett during an ex- 
ecutive session held after the Tuesday 
board meeting. 


Barnett, whose resignation was accept- 


ed effective immediately, was appointed 
village manager in September of 1969, 
Mwoing the resignation of Robert F. 
Moore who served as village manager 
during the administration of former vil- 
lage president, Daniel Congreve. 


When Moore resigned from his post in 


May, 1969, Zimmermann was appointed 
acting village manager until Barnett 
took office in September.

Eroding

Communication between the Prospect 


Heights Park District board and the 
Dist S3 school board is deteriorating. 


Misunderstandings have arisen be- 


tween the two groups less than two 
months after they signed a park-school 
agreement, providing for the joint utili- 
zation of school properties for recreation. 


At a meeting Monday night, Melvln 


Lace, school board president, said, "If 
something isn t done soon at the Elsen- 
hower School site by the park district, 
this might be one of the shortest con- 
tracts on record." Several other board 
members supported his position. 


Lace was referring to construction of a 


walkway and bridge at Eisenhower 
School. Last summer the school board 
considered constructing a walk along the 
Eisenhower property, but abandoned the 
project after discovering the expense. 
The Jaycees then came up with a plan to 
construct * walkway and bridge at the 
site, at no expense to the school district. 


As the Jsycees waited for the weather 


to improve and for plans to be finalized, 
the park district discussed hiring an ar- 
chitect to draw plans for recreation de- 
velopments at Eisenhower, Lions and 
Mulr schools. 


NOW THE JAYCEES have abandoned 


their plan because they say they 
"thought the park district was going to 
construct the walk as part of overall de- 
velopment of the site." At the same time 
some park conrnissiooen have claimed 
the Jsycees still hold responsibility for 
the walk. 


An almost similar breakdown of 


communication occurred between the 
two parties concerning instaHation of 
playground equipment at Mulr School. 
Funds have been donated by the Muir 
PTA, the Prospect Heights Women's 
Club and the Prospect Heights Improve- 
ment Association for purchase of the 
equipment. 


However, a "jungle gym" set was not 


installed at the site because, according to 
school board members, they did not 
know where the equipment should be lo- 
cated because the park district's archi- 
tectural plans were not completed. 


The two issues were further com- 


plicated when parents urged the two 
boards to construct the walk and install 
the playground equipment before school 
opens next month. 


A location was finally decided upon for 


the playground equipment at a special 
meeting attended by school, park and 
PTA representatives. 


However h is still not known who will 


construct a walkway at Eisenhower 
School and if it can be done before Sep- 
tember. Additional meetings are being 
held in private to settle the sidewalk is- 
sue. 


MEANWHILE the park board is still 


waiting for preliminary drawings to be 
completed for both school sites and Lions 
Park. 


The crux of the communication break- 


down appears to be the failure of the two 
boards to meet together with all mem- 
bers present. Several park-school meet- 
ings were held earlier in the year, but 
not during the past few months. 


Communication has been limited to 


private conversations between board 
members and visits of "representatives" 
to board meetings. 


As a result, rumors have spread, and 


different reports are being made by dif- 
ferent members of each board. The mis- 
Information has led to defensive state- 
ments and accusations from both boards, 
and finally to Lace questioning the mer- 
its of the Joint contract. 


It is imperative that both boards meet 


in the whole before September. As public 
institutions they have the same aim — 
the welfare of district residents. This 
aim can be mutually carried out if only 
the two boards improve communication.

Experiment In Learning Ends

An experiment in learning about each 


other will end tomorrow in Wheeling. 


The learners are children. Some are 


Lutheran. Some are Catholic. Some are 
Episcopalian. And some come from Mex- 
i c a n-American backgrounds in the 
Wheeling-Buffato Grove area. 


Each morning for two weeks the ap- 


proximately 180 children have come to- 
gether at St. Joseph the Worker Catholic 
Church in Wheeling to play, work on 
projects and get to know more about God 
and each other. 


They are all part of a Joint vacation 


church-school offered two weeks this 
summer by the Wheeling Catholic church 
and the Lutheran Church of the Good 
Shepherd in Prospect Heights. The two 
churches worked with the Northwest Op- 
portunity Center in Rolling Meadows and 
NORWESCO, a Northwest 
suburban 


group formed to help disadvantage! fam- 
ukues in the area. 


"THE SCHOOL HAS a two-fold pur- 


pose," said Mrs. Sue Swanson, co-super- 
intendent of the school and member of 
the Prospect Heights congregation. "The 
children learn more about God during 
one study period, and Catholic, Lutheran 
and NORWESCO kids learn about each 
other." 


The children at the school come from 


congregations at St. Joseph, Good Shep- 
herd, St. Mtry's Catholic Church in Buf- 
falo Grove, and St. Hilary's Episcopal 
Church in Prospect Heights. 


The school is divided into classes rang- 


ing from prekindergarten to preeighth 
grade children. The volunteer teachers 
for each class, usually a combination of 
Lutheran and Catholic mothers, program 
their classes for each age group. 


"Basically they all learn how to relate 


to God In their own personal lives," said 
Mrs. Swanson. She said the children 
from various groups have had no prob- 
lem in getting along or understanding 
each other. 


THE IDEA FOR a joint school started 


two years ago when the pastors and 
members of the two churches met to dis- 
cuss doing something for their children. 
The Lutheran Church of the Good Shep- 
herd already had a Bible school and the 
two parishes decided on a joint effort 
this year and asked the NORWESCO cen- 
ter to participate. 


According to the Rev. Raymond Yad-

"We teach the basic concepts on the 


church and what the church is," said Fa- 
ther Yadron. "We don't get that detailed 
since the children look at God who has 
given us good things. These are basic 
Christian concepts. 


"You can talk all day about getting to- 


gether, but unless you work together 
you're not really doing anything about 
it," he said. "This is real ecumenism." 


THE SCHOOL lasts until 11:30 am. 


Then, after the rest of the children have 
gone home, a hot lunch is provided for 
the children from the NORWESCO cen- 
ter.

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Juvenile Files Provide Help For Youth 


First of » series dealing wKh the Illi- 


nois Juvenile Officers File Itcated In 
Rotting Meadows. 


by JUDY BRANDES 


"They used to make rope by walking 


backwards from the starting point. Well, 
that's the way we're helping these kids 
who are getting into trouble over and 
over again," 


Joe Giunta's voice rose and he talked 


faster as he became more angry. 
"When I get a boy in trouble and It's 
three o'clock in the morning, I don't 
want some guy with a degree who wants 
to figure out why the kid did something 
wrong, I want someone who'll help him 
NOW." 


Giunta is administrator of the Illinois 


Juvenile Officers Information File, which 
has its offices on the first floor of the 
Rolling Meadows city halt. 


The file is a confidential listing of Illi- 


nois youths who get Into trouble and only 
policemen registered with the tile can 
get information from it. 


"Five hundred police departments in 


88 Illinois counties, four Wisconsin, 3 In- 
diana, 2 Iowa and one Missouri county 
belong to the file," Glunta said. It is up 
to the local police department to decide 
to send the name of a youth under 18 to 
Giunta's office, 


"WHAT DISTURBS ME IS that we 


have the information on who in each 
town needs help, but I can't get any 
agency or group to help the individual," 
Giunta said. "Just look at the number of 
red tabs on some of these cards. These 
are repeaters. We know this individual 
needs help, but you just try and find 
someone who'll help him get a job or go 
back to school, or do whatever he wants 
to get back into society." 


Giunta feels too much money is being 


spent in the wrong places. "You form a 
youth committee in a township and they 
spend their time deciding what recrea- 
tional facilities are needed. What do we 
have park districts for? These com- 
mittees ought to work on the unmet 
needs of the kid who's been in trouble 
and has his individual problem." 


The juvenile information file already 


has the information on more than 40,000 
youths under 18. Only two other ttates, 
California and New York, have anything 
similar to the Illinois file. "We've had 
this 12 years. It's free and voluntary for 
any police department which works with 
Illinois youths," Giunta said. 


The file is available to policemen regis- 


tered with the file 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. When the office isn't open, 
a "hotline" call to the Rolling Meadows 


radio operator makes the file available 
all the time, 


Though the file has 40,000 names in it, 


the FBI, Giunta said, figures there are 
seven times as many youths who are not 
reported to the file by Illinois policemen. 


Area coordinators throughout the state 


constantly check on member police de- 
partments to make sure they send in re- 
ports. "This file receives its funds from 
a special state legislative appropriation 
bill. We only get $100,000 a year, and that 
is from the state. It makes me mad to 
see the federal government spending $268 
million this year and $480 million in 1971 
on law enforcement and it's all going to 
these people with degrees who sit around 


and talk about problems instead of those 
who will get out and help the individual." 


Giunta has worked with juvenile 


delinquents in the Chicago area since the 
1930's. "I was on the west side in the 
1950's when the juvenile crime problem 
began to spread to the suburbs. We found 
the tollroad gave them a chance to get 
away from an area quickly and realized 
some cooperation was needed." 


Giunta organized the information file 


as a side project while he worked for the 


state Community Service Division. The 
file has mushroomed and two years ago 
he was made a fulltime administrator for 
the file. 


"We are trying to let these agencies 


throughout the state know we have the 
information they can work with. It's our 
job to get agencies and police depart- 
ments to work together more on these 
juvenile criminals."

Vacation Tips 


Deaths Elsewhere 
James P. Randell

Now that summer schools and day 


camps are almost over, you may be 
thinking about a short vacation before 
school starts and the summer is so 
quickly over. 


Don't coiryletely eliminate the idea of 


an August trip, even if you haven't 
planned for one. One doesn't necessarily 
have to plan forever for a trip, even for 
one overseas 


As an example, last Tuesday my hus- 


band and I decided to take our first trip 
to Europe. The people at First Arlington 
Travel Agency were most helpful in get- 
ting us reservations aboard a flight to 
Brussels the following Sunday, and the 
next day our passport arrived in the 
mail. Of rourse we had to pay extra for 
the rush on the passport and we realize 
we were lucky in getting reservations at 
all, and there's no telling how stranded 
for hotels we'll be in Europe By the time 
this story reaches you we'll already have 
found out how at the last minute you can 
get rooms during the peak season. 


Once everything was so quickly organ- 


ized, our next step was to get some books 
at the Mount Prospect Public Library. 
We have one daughter who will have her 
fourth month birthday somewhere in 
France, and because we wanted her to 
come along we were automatically elimi- 
nated from any kind of group tour, as 
infants are not allowed on them. So it 
became necessary for us to rent a car 
over there and plan our own itinerary. 
This is where the many guidebooks in 
the travel section of the library became 
so helpful 


After working with several of them and 


getting various information from each 
one, you become familiar with the more 
popular names in guidebooks, and then 
pick your favorite One of these might 
make a good thing to buy and bring 
along, but most of your work can be done 
right in the library or at home with the 
books. Guidelines to Europe come one 
country at a time, by certain sections, or 
on the whole of Europe. 


Nagel, Fodor, Holiday magazine, and 


Time-Life books all put out guides to the 
countries. Naturally, these include more 
on each one than those containing Eu- 
rope on the whole with separate chapters 
on each country, but hte latter is handier 
if you're going quite a few different 
places. 


OLSON'S EUROPE, Fodor's Guide to 


Europe, and Fielding's Travel Guide to 
Europe are three popular books that can 
help the traveler in many ways, both be- 
fore he goes and while he is there. I 
think Europe on $45 a day is a little idea- 
listic, but Frommer's book on how to do 
it is an excellent book to read anyway, 
as are all the others in his series. Here 
are some of the specific ways these 
books helped us. 


Our first stop is Brussels. We were 


able to plan our wardrobe according to 
charts in most books, which give the 
high and low temps for each month, as 
well as the days of rain and humidity. 
Customs and immigration laws are in- 
cluded, plus information on the necessity 
of a visa or other special papers and en- 
tering fees. 


While taking notes on Belgium we 


found out the local currency equivalents, 
tipping customs, entertainment, best res- 
taurants, dates of local holidays, recom- 
mended transportation, food specialties, 
type of electricity, and the better buys. 
We decided this would be the place to 
purchase some chocolates for friends 
back home. 


When stores are open is a very impor- 


tant thing to know. Many places in Eu- 
rope are closed for an extended period of 
time surrounding the lunch hour. With 
this in mind, we are planning to see 
scenic spots during the lunch hours that 
are longer, which will obviously be open. 


According to the books, France is slow 


on Tuesdays, so we'll spend Monday and 
Tuesday in Belgium and making our way 
toward a Tuesday night arrival in Paris. 
The French are said to be the only coun- 
try to rival America in the ignorance of 
foreign languages, so this automatically 
makes French the most useful language 
to know in Europe. The library can help 
you out immensely in this respect. They 
have three sets of foreign language 


learning records, which include many 
languages in each. And they have 
recently acquired two sets of cassette 
language learning tapes, in French and 
Spanish.

It is advisable to learn a few key 


phrases and polite terms in the language 
of any country you plan to visit, and 
there's nothing like a record or tape to 
insure the proper pronunciation you may 
not get from a book

I would like tr 
rewrite my own version of those lists 
anyway because they result in a cumber- 
some suitcase and 12 dirty handkerchiefs 
to take home. Why didn't they suggest a 
box of kleenex instead? 


The hotel manager we found out by 


reading, is going to be the person most 
helpful m securing bottled water, ferry 
tickets, and various other items. He is 
present in all major hotels to help make 
your trip more comfortable, and in gen- 
eral to help in special cases such as a 
couple traveling with a small baby 


AFTER A FEW days in France we fer- 


ry to England, where my husband will 
try to equal the money I spend in Paris. 
We also hope to stay in a castle here at 
least one night Then to Holland — Anne 
Frank's house and the home of Gouda 
cheese — followed by Copenhagen, where 
we hope to get some furniture and porce- 
lain statues and plates. Hamlet's Elsi- 
nore is here too, if we have time. 


The last country is Germany, as we 


make our way back to Brussels just in 
time to see the Sunday morning pigeon 
races before our plane departs that 
night. 


No one can ever say what we will end 


up seeing and doing in the next three 
weeks, but we never would have known 
about all we hope to do if we hadn't 
made use of the facilities at the Mount 
Prospect Public Library 


At any rate, we hope to prove that with 


a few library books, six days planning, 
and a three and one half month baby, a 
couple can successfully vacation in Eu- 
rope.

Salt Creek Work: Next Year 


Rolling Meadows will have to wait an- 


other year for dredging and widening of 
Salt Creek to be completed by the Illinois 
Division of Waterways. 


September 1 is the last day work on 


the $350,000 project can go on. What fc 
not completed by September must' be 
reappropriated by the state legislature 
again this winter, John Guillou, superin- 
tendent of the Illinois Division of Water' 
ways said yesterday. 


Funds for the project were appro- 


priated through the division of water- 
ways, whose monies must be spent dur- 
ing the fiscal year. 


Though the division's fiscal year ended 


June 30, a one-month grace period is usu- 
ally allowed, Guillou said. Because of 
strikes and flooding in Cook County this 


summer, a second one-month grace peri- 
od was given. The deadline for several 
projects in this area, including Salt 
Creek, is Sept. 1. 


Contractors on the Salt Creek project 


have said they are six weeks behind 
schedule and will not be able to complete^ 
the dredging and widening operation, 
though the Campbell Street bridge re- 
construction and improvement of the 
channel under Kirchoff 
and Central 


Roads will be done by Sept. 1. 


GUILLOU SAID THE contractor has 


been told not to start work on the creek 
bed, but this week the contractor said he 
has already begun cleaning out trees and 


brush near the creek south of Central 
Road. 


"If everything has to stop on Sept. 1, 


our exposed water mains arid sand- 
bagged storm sewers had better be put 
back the way they were," James 
McFeggan, Rolling Meadows' superin- 
tendent of public works said. Areas along 
the creek which could collect debris and 
block the water flow will also have to be 
taken care of by the state, McFeggan 
said. 


When the project does stop this fall, 


-Guillou will submit another appropriat- 
tion bill to the Illinois general assembly 


when it meets in January. The division 
of waterways is considering finishing the 
creek project in Rolling Meadows at the 
same time it begins working on the rail- 
road bridge and culvert on the north side' 
of Arlington Park Race Track. 


The Salt Creek project in Rolling 


Meadows was to include widening and 
cleaning the creek from south of Central 
Road near the Dist. 214 high school site 
to Euclid Avenue. 


Guillou said he does not expect any 


problems getting another appropriation 
for the creek project in Rolling Meadows 
since it has already been approved once.

bridge will definitely be completed and 
the temporary road torn out by Sept. 1, 
John Guillou, superintendent of the Illi- 
nois Division of Waterways, and Harvey 
Berliner, contract engineer for the Salt 
Creek project, said.

The file is a confidential listing of Illi- 


nois youths who get into trouble and only 
policemen registered with the file can 
get information from it 


"Five hundred police departments in 


88 Illinois counties, four Wisconsin, 3 In- 
diana, 2 Iowa and one Missouri county 
belong to the file," Giunta said. It is up 
to the local police department to decide 
to send the name of a youth under 18 to 
Giunta's office. - 


"WHAT DISTURBS ME IS that we 


have the information on who in each 
town needs help, but I can't get any 
agency or group to help the individual," 
Giunta said. "Just look at the number of 
red tabs on some of these cards. These 
are repeaters. We know this Individual 
needs help, but you just try and find 
someone who'll help him get a job or go 
back to school, or do whatever he wants 
to get back into society." 


Giunta feels too much money is being 


spent in the wrong places. "You form a 


youth committee in a township and they 
spend their time deciding what recrea- 
tional facilities are needed. What do we 
have park districts for? These com- 
mittees ought to work on the unmet 
needs of the kid who's been in trouble 
and has hit individual problem." 


The juvenile information file already 


has the information on more than 40,000 
youths under IK Only two other states, 
California and New York, have anything 
similar to the Illinois file. "We've had 
this 12 years. It's free and voluntary for 
any police department which works with 
Illinois youths," Giunta said. 


The file is- available to policemen regis- 


tered with the file 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. When the office isn't open, 
a "hotline" call to the Rolling Meadows 
radio operator makes the file available 
all the time. 


Though the file has 40,000 names in it, 


the FBI, Giunta said, figures there are 
seven times as many youths who are not 
reported to the file by Illinois policemen. 


Area coordinators throughout the state 


constantly check on member police de- 
partments to make sure they send in re- 
ports. "This file receives its funds from 
a special state legislative appropriation 


bill We only get $100,000 a year, and that 
is from the state. It makes me mad to 
see the federal government spending $268 
million this year and $480 million in 1971 
on law enforcement and it's all going to 
these people with degrees who sit around 
and talk ab&ut problems instead of those 
who wit get out and help the individual." 


Giurtb has worked with juvenile 


delinquents in the Chicago area since the 
1930's. "I was on the west ride in the 
1960's when the juvenile crime problem 
began to spread to the suburbs. We found 
the tollroad gave them a chance to get 
away from an area quickly and realized 
some cooperation was needed." 


Giunta organized the information file 


as a side project while he worked for the 
state Community Service Division. The 
file has mushroomed and two years ago 
he was made a fulltime administrator for 
the file. 


"We are trying to let these agencies 


throughout the state know we have the 
information they can work with. It's our 
job to get agencies and police depart- 
ments to work together more on these 
juvenile criminals."

I thought America was some kind 
of savior.

If you listen to the morning and eve- 


ning talk shows, you no doubt have heard 
these authors speak of their books. Some 
popular titles available at the Rolling 
Meadows Library are: 


Year Of Growth 
For Dist. 211 


An increase in everything from the 


number of students and school buildings 
to administrators and finances will char- 
acterize the 1970-71 school year for High 
School Dist. 211. 


Growth will earmark this district 


which spans Palatine and Schaumburg 
Townships during the new academic 
year as it officially begins with the first 
full day of classes on Aug. 31. 


Dist. 211 is adding a new school, more 


than 1,000 additional students, many new 
teachers, several new administrators and 
roughly $3 million to its annual budget. 


Starting at the top and working down, 


the most outstanding change in Dist. 211 
this year is in its leadership. At the helm 
is Dr. Richard Kolze, who replaced re- 
tired superintendent G. A. McElroy ear- 
lier this summer. 


Joining Kolze in new administrative 


positions this year are Bruce Altergott, 
associate superintendent; Martin Plate, 
director of research and information; 
and Don Howard, vocational education 
coordinator. 


AT THE SCHOOL level, Stanley Smith 


is the new principal of Fremd High 
School. He replaced Carl Weimer who 
will head Schaumburg this year along 
with former Conant instructor Al Frlet, 
who will be the assistant principal. 


"I would hope that this new adminis- 
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trative staff could light little fires, so to 
speak, among the teaching staff to get 
enthusiasm and high morale permeated 
throughout the entire district and even 
reflected in the classrooms by students," 
Kolze said. 


Joining the teaching staff this year will 


be 112 teachers. This brings the total 
number of teachers up from last year's 
staff of 366 to 414, and the entire number 
of Dist. 211 employees up to 683. 


This growth is also being shared by the 


student body. About 7,350 students will be 
enrolled in Dist. 211 this fall, as com- 
pared to last year's enrollment of 6,394. 


And because this steady growth of 


nearly 1,000 students per year, school of- 
ficials will also be busy getting the trou- 
bled Schaumburg High underway and a 
referendum out to the people in .mid-Sep- 
tember for two more high schools. 


KOLZE SAID Schaumburg High is 


probably the district's most serious and 
immediate problem. And at this point, it 
has not been decided whether the school 
will open Aug. 31 or will be delayed until 
work is completed on the 3,000-capacity 
building. 


Accompanying this growth are recent 


"trends" hi education. Kolze said the 
new committees the board of education 
recently formed reflects what their inter- 
ests are in this new year. 


These committees Include study groups 


for community affairs, student affairs, 
educational objectives and several sub- 
committees dealing with areas ranging 
from the 12-month school concept to 
vocational education. 


And although the only curriculum 


change In this year's academic format 
includes specialized, 
"slow learner" 


classes in science and English .and a 
combined study course in social science 
and English, Kolze said, "The one area I 
hope we can do a lot more in this year Is 
vocational education." 


To meet this growth, expand services 


and branch out Into more areas such as 
vocational education, Dist. 211 wfll need 
more money and the 1970-71 budget re- 
flects this. This year's tentative budget is 
in the neighborhood of $14 million — $3 
million more than last year's.

Palatine patrolmen overwhelmingly se- 


lected the Cook County Police Associ- 
ation (CCPA) yesterday to represent 
them in collective negotiations with the 
village. 


The final tally gave the CCPA 22 votes 


while two men voted to have neither the 
county group nor the Palatine Patrol- 
men's Association represent them. 


A total of 24 men voted in the election 


in which 26 were eligible. One patrolman 
was reported vacationing out of town. 


The men voted yesterday in the police 


station from 7:30 to 8:30 a.m. and from 
3:30 to 4:30 p.m. 


The ballot* were counted ,by Gene 


Leonard, a conciliator for the Illinois De- 
partment of Labor. Leonard said he 
would inform the village and the CCPA 
of the results by letter in several days. 


Village Mgr. Berton G. Braun said ear- 


lier in the day he did not think there 
would be any question of the village 
board recognizing the winner of the elec- 
tion as bargaining agent. It was the 
board, he noted, that authorized the elec- 
tion. 


The results of the election came as no 


surprise. 


Officers in the Palatine Police Associ- 


ation earlier this year said most of the 
men in the department had Joined the 
Cook County group. 


The CCPA's attorney, Arthur Loevy 


did represent six men in a hearing at 
which they pleaded guilty to charges 
stemming from a Jan. 16 incident and, 
most recently, defended Patrolman Mi- 
chael McDonald against misconduct 
charges. 


John Flood, president of the CCPA, ap- 


peared before the village board earlier 
this year and asked for recognition as 
the bargaining agent for the CCPA, a 
dues deduction priviledge from the pa- 
trolmen's paychecks and the estab- 
lishment of a grievance procedure in the 
department. 


On Jan. 16 the patrolmen came to po- 


lice headquarters, several of them pull- 
ing their squad cars off the road, to meet 
with Chief Robert Centner. The men said 
that was the only way they could get the 
chief to meet with them. 


The Cook County Police Association is 


the group that has been recently trying 
to gain recognition as the representative 
for policemen in Wheeling, Waukegan 
and the Lake County Sheriffs Depart- 
ment. 


Chamber Split Over Director 


Members of the Palatine Chamber of 


Commerce have split over the hiring of 
the Chamber's first full time director. 


The disagreement over hiring Kenneth 


P. Eriksen, a local Insurance broker to 
head the chamber, Is so strong a number 
of local merchants are thinking of drop- 
ping out of the chamber and forming a 
new group, according to Gus C. Holirich- 
ter owner of a sporting goods store and a 
motorcycle franchise. 


The chamber's executive board voted 


to hire Eriksen last month. 


But Hohrichter said the meeting was 


not called by chamber president Al Puk- 
szta as it shall have been according to 
the by-laws. The meeting was called by 
Eriksen, the part time director, he said. 


Eriksen said yesterday the meeting 


was called by the chamber president and 
pointed to a letter written by Pukszta to 
members announcing the appointment. 


Holzrichter said he talked to Pukszta 


and was tokt that he (Pukszta) did not 
call the meeting. 


Although Eriksen was hired for a base 


annual salary of $15,000, Holzrichter 
charged that the executive director will 
be receiving $23,000 to $25,000 based on 
commissions he will receive for recruit- 
ing new chamber members. 


Eriksen said yesterday his salary in- 


cludes a $100 a month car allowance and 
a 50 per cent commission on the dues 
new members pay when they join the 
chamber during the first year of his con- 
tract. 


MOL2RICHTER said that Eriksen will 


also get a SO per cent commission on the 
businesses he will sign up for the Cham- 
ber's greeting service. 


Starting at a base of $15,000, he said, 


Eriksen will get $1,200 for his car, $3,600 
for new members and another $3,600 for 
the greeting service, These figures, Hol- 
zrichter said are based on the projections 
Eriksen made about bow many new 
members be will bring into the chamber, 


In addition, Holzrichter said, the cham- 


ber's executive board gave Eriksen a 
"carte blanche" luncheon allowance to 
take local businessmen out to lunch, and 
agreed to let him attend national, state 
and other conferences. 


Holzrichter charged that Eriksen's 


"compensation" will amount to ovtr 
$25,000. 


"No chamber director in the state 


draws that kind of salary," Holzrichter 
said. 


He said the Suburban National Bank, 


the Palatine National Bank, and several 
other businesses have talked about drop- 
ping out of the chamber. 


Describing the terms of Eriksen's hir- 


ing as "ridiculous," Holzrichter said, 
"How can one of the smallest chamber's 
in the state pay one of the largest sala- 
ries."

Juvenile File Serves Police 


First of a series dealing with the Illi- 


nois Juvenile Officers File located in 
Rolling Meadows.

"They used to make rope by walking 


backwards from the starting point. Well, 
that's the way we're helping these kids 
who are getting into trouble over and 
over again." 


Joe Giunta's voice rose and he talked 


faster as he became more angry. 
"When I get a boy in trouble and it's 
three o'clock in the morning, I don't 
want some guy with a degree who wants 
to figure out why the Idd did something 
wrong, I want someone who'll help him 
NOW." 


Giunta is administrator of the Illinois 


Juvenile Officers Information File, which 
has its offices on the first floor of the 
Rolling Meadows city hall. 


The file is a confidential Ming of Illi- 


nois youths who get into trouble and only 
policemen registered with the file can 
get information from it. 


"Five hundred police departments in 


88 Illinois counties, four Wisconsin, 3 In- 
diana, 2 Iowa and one Missouri county 
belong to the file," Giunta said. It is up 
to the local police department to decide 
to send the name of a youth under 18 to 
Giunta's office. 


"WHAT DISTURBS ME IS that we 


have the information on who in each 
town needs help, but I can't get any 
agency or group to help the individual," 
Giunta said. "Just look at the number of 
red tabs on some of these cards. These 
are repeaters. We know this individual 
needs help, but you just try and find 
someone who'll help him get a job or go 
back to school, or do whatever he wants 
to get back into society." 


Giunta feels too much money is being 


spent in the wrong places. "You form a 
youth committee in a township and they 
spend their time deciding what recrea- 
tional facilities are needed. What do we 
have park districts for? These com- 
mittees ought to work on the unmet 
needs of the kid who's been in trouble 
and has hit individual problem." 


The juvenile information file already 


has the information on more than 40,000 
youths under II. Only two other states, 
California and New York, have anything 
similar to the QlinoU file. "We've had 


this 12 years. It's free and voluntary for 
any police department which works with 
Illinois youths," Giunta said. 


The file is available to policemen regis- 


tered with the file 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. When the office isn't open, 
a "hotline" call to the Rolling Meadows 
radio operator makes the file available 
all the time. 


x Though the file has 40,000 names in it, 
the FBI, Giunta said, figures there are 
seven times, as many youths who are not 
reported to the file by Illinois policemen. 


Area coordinators throughout the state 


constantly check' on member police de- 
partments to make sure they send in re- 


ports. "This file receives its funds from 
a special state legislative appropriation 
bill. We only get $100,000 a year, and that 
is from the state. It makes me mad to 
see the federal government spending $268 
million this year and $480 million in 1971 
on law enforcement and it's all going to

a local drug information center, Dr. 
Ralph Morris of Palatine is now taking 
steps to set up a similar center in the 
Palatine Public Library. 


Upon Morris's suggestion, library offi- 


cials have recently compiled a tentative 
copy of what Morris termed "one of the 
most reputable bibliographies on drugs I 
have ever seen."

Growth win earmark this district 


which spans Palatine and Schaumburg 
Townships during the new academic 
year as it officially begins with the first 
full day of classes on Aug. 31. 


Dist. 211 is adding a new school, more 


than 1,000 additional students, many new 
teachers, several new administrators and 
roughly S3 million to its annual budget. 


Starting at the top and working down, 


the most outstanding change in Dist. 211 
this year is in its leadership. At the helm 
is Dr. Richard Kolze, who replaced re- 
tired superintendent G. A. McElroy ear- 
lier this summer. 


Joining Kolze in new administrative 


positions this year are Bruce Altergott, 
associate superintendent; Martin Plate, 
director of research and information; 
and Don Howard,, vocational education 
coordinator. 
v 


AT THE SCHOOL level, Stanley Smith 


is the new principal of Fraud High 
School. He replaced Carl Weimer who 
will head Schaumburg this year along 
with former Conant instructor Al Friet, 
who will be the assistant principal. 


"I would hope that this new adminis- 
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trative staff could light little fires, so to 
speak, among the teaching staff to get 
enthusiasm and high morale permeated 
throughout the entire district and even 
reflected in the classrooms by students," 
Kolze said. 


Joining the teaching staff this year will 


be 112 teachers. This brings the total 
number of teachers up from last year's 
staff of 386 to 414, and the entire number 
of Dist. 211 employees up to 683. 


This growth is also being shared by the 


student body. About 7,350 students will be 
enrolled in Dist. 211 this fall, as com- 
pared to last year's enrollment of 6,394.

And at this point, it 
has not been decided whether the school 
will open Aug. 31 or will be delayed until 
work is completed on the 3,000-capacity 
building. 


Accompanying this growth are recent 


"trends" in education. Kolze said the 
new committees the board of education 
recently formed reflects what their inter- 
ests are In this new year. 


These committees include study groups 


for community affairs, student affairs, 
educational objectives and several sub- 
committees dealing with areas ranging 
from the 12-month school concept to, 
vocational education. 


And although the only curriculum 


change in this year's academic format 
includes specialized,

classes In science and English and a 
combined study course in social science 
and English, Kolze said, "The one area I 
hope we can do a lot more in this year Is 
vocational education."

icking and fun." he said "We're inter- 
ested in fun, but our underlying dcdica- 


• tion is to raise funds for our hospitals for 
- crippled and burned children." 


• ' Dill said the Shriners established the 


first orthopedic hospital for the treat- 
' ment of crippled children m Shrevesport, 


La., in 1922. The Shriners now have IB 
hospitals of this type in the United 
States.

"The research and experience gained 


* because of Shriner philanthropy has re- 


sulted in many techniques used through- 
out the world," he said. 


DILL SAID THE Shriners also started 


several burn institute!) In the United 
States 


"In 1962 there was only one burn in- 


stitute In the country, an army hoapital," 
he said. "Now we have burn Institutes in 
Galveston, Cincinnati and Boston. The 
extensive research done in conjunction 
with these hospitals is helping to save 
lives in this field." 


Dill said all children under 15 years of 


age. regard!*** of race or creed, are ad- 


mitted to Shrine hospitals. 


"All Shrine temples and clubs seek 


children that need help," he said. "The 
only qualification Is that they can't af- 
ford the'help " 


According to Dill, the Shriners spend 


between $25 and $30 million a year to 
maintain their hospitals.

Dill said the Shriners have no member- 


ship restrictions on race or creed in their 
bylaws 


"There's absolutely no discrimination 


of any kind. The only reason colored 
people haven't been admitted to white 
lodges Is that you have to be sponsored 
by three members," he said. 


Dill said blacks have their own lodges 


within the Shriners. 


"If a man is qualified, color shouldn't 


be a barrier," he said "Eventually, all 
barriers will be forgotten, but it's diffi- 
cult to overcome personal prejudices." 


ACCORDING TO Dill, the Shrine mem- 


bership represents no particular political 
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belief. He said people from both political 
parties were members, including Gov. 
Richard Ogilvie and former Gov. Otto 
Kerner. 


"We have a predominantly middle of 


the road group," he said. "But you nave 
rebels in every group." 


Dill joined the Shriners in 1949. He was 


a member of the Chanters, the male 
singing unit of the Shriners, until 1965. 


During that time, Dill was appointed 


Captain of the Guard, which he described 
as "the lowest rung on the ladder to be- 
coming Potentate." He was later elected 
to the positions of Oriental Guide, High 
Priest and Drophet, Assistant Rabban 
and Chief Rabban. He became Potentate 
of the Chicago Medinah Temple in 
January. 


AS POTENTATE OF the temple, Dill 


has complete authority over the Shrine 
units and clubs in the Chicago Metropoli- 
tan area.

An experiment in learning about each

They are all part of a joint vacation 


church-school offered two weeks this 
summer by the Wheeling Catholic church 
and the Lutheran Church of the Good 
Shepherd in Prospect Heights. The two 
churches worked with the Northwest Op- 
portunity Center in Rolling Meadows and 
NORWESCO, a Northwest suburban 
group formed to help disadvantage fam- 
ukues in the area. 


"THE SCHOOL HAS a two-fold pur- 


pose," said Mrs. Sue Swanson, co-super- 
intendent of the school and member of 
the Prospect Heights congregation. "The 
children learn more about God during 
one study period, and Catholic, Lutheran 
and NORWESCO kids leam about each 
other." 


The children at the school come from 


congregations at St. Joseph, Good Shep- 
herd, St. Mary's Catholic Church in Buf- 
falo Grove, and St. Hilary's Episcopal 
Church in Prospect Heights. 


The school is divided into classes rang- 


ing from prekindergarten to preelghth 
grade children. The volunteer teachers 
for each class, usually a combination of 
Lutheran and Catholic mothers, program 
their classes for each age group.

two years ago when the pastors and 
members of the two churches met to dis- 
cuss doing something for their children.

Sticker Increase Official 


It's now official: vehicle stickers in 


Buffalo Grove are going to cost more 
next year. 


Monday the village board approved an 


ordinance doubling the price of motor 
vehicle stickers for the 1970-71 fiscal 
year. 


For automobiles, the price of a sticker 


will be $10 annually or $6 for a half year. 


The cost of a vehicle sticker for, trucks 


was raised to $15. 'Motorcycle stickers 
will now cost $5. 
' 


Casting the lone dissenting vote on the 


new ordinance was trustee.Kenneth. Frt- 
ten, who said he considered the price, of 
a motorcycle sticker too low under the 
new ordinance.. 


The higher rates will provide an addi- 


tional $25,000 in revenue for the village.- 


The Illinois Commerce Commission 


(ICC) hearing on two formal complaints 
filed against the Buffalo Utility Co. will 
be held today. The hearing is scheduled 
to start at 10 a.m. at the State of Illinois 
Building, 160 N. LaSalle in Chicago. 


The two complaints were filed by the 


Village of Buffalo Grove and Thomas 
Rappel, 295 Anthony Dr., in the village. 


Six to eight witnesses are expected to 


testify in connection with Rappel's com- 
plaint. Village Atty. Richard Raysa in- 
dicated that village officials would be 
called to testify in connection with the 
village's complaint. 


The complaints lodged with the ICC re- 


sulting from a severe water shortage suf- 
fered by customers of the privately- 
owned utility company in June. Because 
of the low water pressure, the utility 
company's customers were required to 
boil their drinking water on orders from 
the Illinois Department of Public Health. 


The two 'complaints will be consoli- 


dated for a single bearing. 


Rappel and a group of Buffalo Grove 


residents have been circulating a petition 
in the Cambridge subdivision and the 
south eastern Cook County Section of 
Buffalo Grove, the area served by the 


Buffalo Utility Company, listing com- 
plaints against the uti'ity company. 


Approximately 400 persons have signed 


the petition. 


Rappel said that about 20 people have 


been working with him on his ICC pre- 
sentation. 


"From our point of view, we want good 


water and enough of it, both now and in 
the future," Rappel said. "All we want to 
do is to get the ICC to fulfill their statu- 
tory obligation as I understand it, under 
the public utility act. I think its pretty 
obvious that in the last four years there 
hasn't been much control of the Buffalo- 
Utility Co." 


Rappel said that a specific request 


would be made of the ICC in connection 
with the complaint. He declined to say 
what the request would be. 


Raysa has said that the testimony of 


the village officials in connection with 
the village's complaint against the utility 
company would include discussion of the 
complaints they had received from resi- 
dents about the low water pressure. 


Among the village officials expected to 


testify are Buffalo Grove Police Chief 
Harold Smith, Village Clerk Mrs. Rosalie 
Kazubowski, and Bin Davis, village di- 
rector of public works. 


Suit Decision 
Called 'Shock' 


"A travesty of justice" is the way Ar- 


thur Edmonds, Dist. 96 school board 
president described the outcome of the 
district condemnation suit against the 
building firm of Levitt and Sons, Inc. 


Tuesday the 12-man jury hearing the 


case decided that the 15 acres of land in 
the Lake County part of Buffalo Grove's 
S t r a t h m o r e subdivision was worth 
$350,000. 


Edmunds said the jury's decision was 


a "shock" to him. 


"We can't buy the land under the pre- 


sent circumstances," he said, noting that 
the board had allocated $150,000 in its 
budget for the purchase of a school site. 


Edmunds said that there is "a real 


possibility we might appeal it." 


He said the trial and possible future 


action by the school board on the matter 
would be discussed at the school board 
meeting Monday. 


Edmunds said be does not know wheth- 


er or not the district would consider a 
tax hike referendum in an effort to raise 
the revenue to buy the site. 


"We will be approaching the voters 


with a referendum this summer in any 
case," he stated. He said the referendum 
would be to obtain voter approval to con- 
struct a third school in the district. 


"We want to let bids on the school in 


the fall. It will take us two years to com- 


plete it," the school board president said. 


Edmunds said that the Lake County 


section of Buffalo Grove needs a second 
school because of the new homes that 
are being built in the area by Levitt. "It 
is essential that we have that school," be 
said. 


THE FIRST SCHOOL in that section 


of the district, Willow Grove School, is 
now under construction and is scheduled 
for completion sometime around the be- 
ginning of the year. 


"I don't believe the ruling full satis- 


fied either party," was the comment 
from Levitt's attorney, Donald Morrison. 


"However, my client is willing to ac- 


cept the verdict," he added. 


Morrison said he thought that "the 


case was well-tried on both sides. Both 
sides knew the facts and had their wit- 
nesses prepared. Therefore the .verdict 
must be considered to be correct. 


"The jury was a good jury. They spent 


a great deal of time discussing the case, 
and we must respect the jury's deci- 
sion." 


Dist. 96 condemned the 15 acres 'of land 


in Lake County in February, seeking to 
obtain it to construct a school for about 
1,500 students on the site. 


The owners of the property, Levitt and 


Sons, intend to construct 57 homes on the 
land. 


Probe Lumber Yard Fire

to Investigate a small fire at a Wheeling 
lumber yard early yesterday morning 
which Wheeling firemen believe was 
started by arsonists.

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Cadam Wood Puts Life In Tropic Forests 


by MARGARET HYMAN 


SAN JUAN, P R (UPI) -A tree grows 


in Puerto Rico It grows (aster and more 
easily thtn just about any other tree in 
the tropics and represents the best hope 
yet of rejuvenating the timber industry 
of the nations, most of them under- 
developed, which lie in the world's tropic 
zone 


The tree, called a cadam, was brought 


to Puerto Rico 10 years ago from South- 
east Asia to be planted experimentally. 
It has done so welt that foresters from 
all over the tropic belt arc now planting 
their own experimental plots 


Cadam research is just one of the proj- 


ects under way at the 28,000-acre Carib- 
bean National Forest the only tropical 
forest in the U S chain. It lies southeast 
of an Juan in the Luquilio Mountains 


Much of the woodland was already 


protected by the Spanish crown when 
the United States took over Puerto Rico 
in 1898 President Theodore Roosevelt 
proclaimed it a forest reserve in 1903 and 
acreage has been added piece by piece 
since to bring the forest to its present 
size. 


Cadam isn't the only species of tree 


that has been planted experimentally in 
the forest. Lawrence W. Hill, project 
leader for environmental tropical forest- 
ry of the US. Forest Service, explains 
that every traditional timber species in 
the tropics is disappearing mahogany, 
teak, ebony, rosewood These species 
must be brought back or suitable substi- 
tutes found if the timber industry is not 
to disappear entirely from one-third of 
the world. 


Plots have been cleared in selected 


parts of the forest and planted with ma- 
hogany, teak, cadam. Honduras pine and 
about 15 other foreign species with which 
the institute is experimenting. 


When the studies began, almost noth- 


ing was known about these trees: how 
much space they needed, what kinds of 
soil were best, what diseases they were 
susceptible to, which species could be 
grown together, how fast they grew or 
the properties of their wood. 


Foresters and farmers spent gener- 


ations trying to grow the Honduras pine 
in Puerto Rico and it always died after it 
had grown a little Only recently was it 
f i n a l l y discovered that this pine 
must 
have 
a particular fungus, 


called mycorrhiza, in the soil in order to 
help it retain Us nutrients Puerto Rico 
didn't have this fungus in its soil 


THERE'S A CLOAK and dagger story 


which the foresters keep to themselves 
about how the fungus family finally ar- 


rived In Puerto Rico, since all soil trans- 
ported to or from the island has to be 
fumigated and fumigation would have 
killed the fungus But the fungus sudden- 
ly appeared and the Honduras pine has 
been thriving on experimental plots 


When the first cadams were planted, 


no one knew what to expect Not only did 
they grow very fast and spread their 
shade quickly to suffocate the weeds 
around the, but their wood proved 
much harder than usual for such a fast- 
growing species 


Cadam wood is useful for just about 


everything rough construction, finished 
construction, furniture It carves well, 
stains well, is relatively light weight, and 
is now being studied by the forest prod- 
ucts laboratory in Madison, Wis, to de- 


termine whether Its pulp might be suit- 
able for paper 


Another project in the forest concerns 


herbicide. While Hill carefully explains 
that everyone would rather not use 
chemical weed killers, be says com- 
mercial 'timer production in the tropics 
simply is not feasible without them So 
the institute is trying to find chemicals 
that will do the right job, the most ef- 
ficiently, 
with 
the 
least lingering 


toxicity. 


Harvard University, the University of 


Puerto Rico and the US. Atomlic 
Energy Commission, also are using the 
forest to study projects ranging from the 
complete ecology of a tropical forest to 
the habits of snails and termites to what 
turns trees into dwarfs on the high, wind- 
swept mountain peaks. 


The institute's 11 professional forest- 


ers, six of whom are scientists, not only 
conduct their own research but adminis- 
ter the entire forest, correlate indepen- 
dent research and conduct courses for 
visitors.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In these days 


of inflated housing costs, the person who 
is about to sell his home and move into 
other quarters needs to pay strict atten- 
tion to the income tax laws. 


A person who has owned a home for 


more than a few years will almost surely 
realize a substantial "profit" when be 
sells This is mostly an illusion, of 
course, because the seller must pay in- 
flated prize hen he buys or rents anoth- 
er place to live 


But real or not, the profit is taxable. 
The tax can be avoided if the seller 


uses the receipts from the sale to buy or 
build another home. But he must follow 
certain rules 


To get the tax advantage, both' the 


house that is sold and the one that is 
purchased must be the principal resi- 
dence of the taxpayer. 


The individual must move into his new 


home no earlier than a year before nor 
later than a year after he sells the old 
one. If he is building the home, he can 
get an extra six months and thereby en- 
joy the benefits if be moves into the new 
home within 18 months of the sale of the 
old one. 


The time limits are strict For example, 


the owner must move into his new home 
within the year or 18 months allowed, not 
just acquire legal title to it. Bad weather 
or poor health will not produce an exten- 
sion 


EITHER THE NEW or the old home 


may be rented out temporarily provided 
the time limits are met 


A houseboat, mobile home or coopera- 


tive or condominium apartment will 
qualify as either the new or old borne 
provided it is the principal residence of 
the taxpayer. 


If a person sells his home and buys two 


new houses, he must designate one of 
them as his principal resience and apply 
all the revenue of the sale of the old 
home to that residence. 


A home that doubles as a place of busi- 


ness can qualify but only the part attrib- 
utable to the reidence. 


This is how the tax law works on '-a 


transaction that qualifies: 


Assume the home originally 
cost 


$15,000 and was sold for $20,000. That 
makes a $5,000 "profit." From that sub- 
tract the real estate commission or other 
selling costs and any fixmg-up costs and 
improvements. That might leave $2,000. 


Within a year, the 


home costing $25,000 
on the $2,000 but if 
house, he can claim a 
only $23,000 — the 
price minus the profit 
home — in computing 
on the second sale 


taxpayer buys a 
He pays no taxes 
he sells the new 
purchase price of 
actual purchase 
from the previous 
his taxable profits 


If instead of paying $25,000 for a new 


home, the individual pays only $16,000, 
he must pay taxes on $1,000 of his profit 
from the sale- of the first house If the 
sale price of the old residence minus sell- 
ing expenses and fix-up costs exceeds the 
cost of the new1 one, the excess is tax- 
able.

Year Of Growth 
For Dist. 211 


An increase In everything from the 


number of students and school buildings 
to administrators and finances will char- 
actcrixe the 1970-71 school year for High 
School Dist. 211. 


Growth will earmark this district 


whkh spans Palatine «nd Schaumburg 
Townships during the new academic 
year as it officially begins with the first 
full day of classes on Aug. 31. 


Dist. 211 is adding a new school, more 


than 1,000 additional students, many new 
teachers, several new administrators and 
roughly $3 million to its annual budget. 


Starting at the top and working down, 


the most outstanding change in Dist. 211 
this year is In its leadership. At the helm 
is Dr. Richard Kobe, who replaced re- 
tired superintendent G. A. McElroy ear- 
lier this summer. 


Joining Kolze in new administrative 


positions this year are Bruce Altergott, 
associate superintendent; Martin Plate, 
director of research and information; 
and Don Howard, vocational education 
coordinator. 


AT THE SCHOOL level, Stanley Smith 


Is the new principal of Fremd High 
School. He replaced Carl Weimer who 
will head Schaumburg this year along 
with former Conant Instructor Al Friet, 
who will be the assistant principal. 


"I would hope that this new adminis- 


trative staff could light little fires, so to 
speak, among the teaching staff to get 
enthusiasm and high morale permeated 
throughout the entire district and even 
reflected in the classrooms by students," 
Kobe said. 


Joining the teaching staff this year will 


be 112 teachers. This brings the total 
number of teachers up from last year's 
staff of 3W to 4H, and the entire number 
of Dist. 211 employees up to C83. 


This growth Is also being shared by the 


student body. About 7,350 students will be 
enrolled in Dist. 211 this fall, as com- 
pared to last year's enrollment of 6,394. 


And because this steady growth of 


nearly 1,000 students per year, school of- 
ficials will au» be busy getting the trou- 
bled Schaumburg High underway and a 
referendum out to the people in mid-Sep- 
tember for two more high schools. 


KOLZE SAID Schaumburg High is 


probably the district's no* serious and 


immediate problem. And at this point, it 
has not been decided whether the school 
will open Aug. 31 or will be delayed until 
work is completed on the 3,000-capacity 
building. 


Accompanying this growth are recent 


"trends" in education. Kolze said the 
new committees the board of education 
recently formed reflects what their inter- 
ests are in this new year. 


These committees include study groups 


for community affairs, student affairs, 
educational objectives and several sub- 
committees dealing with areas ranging 
from the 12-month school concept to 
vocational education. 


And although the only curriculum 


change in this year's academic format 
includes specialized, "slow learner" 
classes in science and English and a 
combined study course in social science 
and English, Kolze said, "The one area I 
hope we can do a lot more in this year is 
vocational education." 


To meet this growth, expand services 


and branch out Into more areas such as 
vocational education, Dist. 211 will need 
more money and the 1970-71 budget re- 
flects this. This year's tentative budget is 
in the neighborhood of $14 million — $3 
million more than last year's.

Ask Apartment Denial 


The Hoffman Estates Zoning Board of 


Appeals (ZBA) Tuesday denied a request 
for a 1,352 apartments development at 
the north end of the village, 


The appeal for a Residential Planned 


Development (RPD) requesting 
the 


apartments in 28 four story buildings was 
made in five hearing sessions that began 
last December. 


Attorneys Robert Haskins and Daniel 


Houlihan represented a group of Chicago 
Democrats appealing for the zoning. 


The final decision is in the hands of the 


village trustees and will be on the 
agenda at the Aug. 17 board meeting. 


Loud applause was sounded from an 


estimated 60 Palatine and Barrington 
township residents living near the site 
when the final vote was taken. 


Current zoning on the 78 acre site is 


B-2 business. It is located between Pala- 
tine and Bradwell roads west of Ela 
Road. 


HASKINS AND Houlihan said they are 


prepared to file two lawsuits if village 
board action does not come promptly or 
if the trustees go along with the zoners. 


A writ of mandamus, requesting the 


court to order a decision by the village 
board will be filed on Aug. 18 if the 
trustees do not make a decision on Aug. 
17, Haskins said. 


If village votes to adopt the recommen- 


dation, a declaratory judgment will be 
asked of the courts on Aug. 18, declaring 
the decision is invalid. 


Haskins is seeking a prompt decision 


because 10 months will have passed since 
he first appeared in Hoffman Estates 
with the request. 


He believes the zoning board decision 


to deny the request is invalid because 
property directly to the east is zoned R-4, 
multiple, allowing apartments. 


The status of the east property, known 


as the country club parcel of Howie-In- 
The-Hill, will never change because it's 
under the jurisdiction of the federal 
courts and receivers who have to protect 
its value, Haskins said. 


THE HOFFMAN ESTATES Plan Com- 


mission will bold a second public hearing 
on the country club parcel on Aug. 19. 
The village wants single family zoning 
for the property. Receivers say the value 
will drop in half if the property is re- 
zoned. 


The decision to deny the request to 


zone the property Haskins' represents 
from B-2 to RPD was based on the. fol- 
lowing points prepared by ZBA Chair- 
man Robert Valentino: 


—The property is, not susceptible to 


RPD zoning because of its size and loca- 
tion. According to a village ordinance 
RPD zoning relates to minimum areas of 


100 acres or an RPD area near such 
property. 


—The RPD district closest to the prop- 


erty Haskins represents is approximately 
3% miles to the south, separated by the 
Northwest Toll Road. 


—Fdur story apartment buildings and 


a shopping center do not meet the mix- 
ture of housing normally found in RPD. 


—Existing uses in the area are either 


agricultural, vacant or high grade luxury 
single family housing hi the Barrington- 
Inverness area. 


—Surrounding the property is single 


family residence except for the approxi- 
mate BO acres (country club parcel) im- 


mediately to the east. 


ACCORDING TO A village ordinance, 


43 acres of the country club land is zoned 
for single family or for roads. 


The property Haskins represents is 


suitable for business uses, under existing 
zoning, that include an office park. It is 
also suitable for single family housing, 
the zoners decided. 


"It would appear that the trend of de- 


velopment in the area is for high grade, 
single family residences or uses which 
will not injure their development. The 
plan submitted would be injurious to the 
development in the area," Valentino 
said. 


"The plan would create a situation 


which would overload public facilities," 
he added. 


Haskins' clients Include Chicago Alder- 


men Thomas Keane and Paul Wigoda; 
George Keane, Cook County ZBA chair- 
man; Frank Chesrow, former Metropoli- 
tan Sanitary District president. Others 
are David Chesrow, Harold Nudelman, 
Michael LaTerza, Milton Morris and 
John R. Boyle. 


Haskins said his clients are prepared 


to take the zoning issue to the highest 
court before accepting the Hoffman Es- 
tates decision. 


Attorney Threatens Suit

Robert Haskins left village hall in Hoff- 


man Estates Tuesday with a smile on his 
face even though the Zoning Board of 
Appeals (CBA) had denied the request of 
his clients, a group of prominent Chicago 
Democrats, that 1,352 apartments be 
allowed on 78 acres at the village's north 
end. 


He smiled when he told the zoning 


board members they'll all be named in a 
law suit if the village board accepts their 
findings. 


And, he smiled as the told the press he 


has long been prepared to take the case 
to the highest court if the residential 
planned development zoning proposed is 
not granted. 


Haskins had repeatedly stated his 


grievance with having to drive back and 
forth to the village from Chicago. 


Tuesday night's trip was his ninth. It 


had come earlier than anticipated when, 
under the threat of a suit, Village Attor- 
ney Edward Hofert became economy 
minded and recommended the ZBA act 
Tuesday rather than the Sept. 15 date 
originally set for decision. 


REPORTERS RETURNED to the ZBA 


meeting to check on informal business 
being taken up, then left the meeting to 
find Haskins and Mayor Frederick 
Downey nose to nose in a private dis- 
cussion. 


Haskins wasn't smiling anymore. 
Downey was asking the attorney if the 


"principals" were going to be at the 
Aug. 17, village board meeting where the 
final decision on the zoners finding will 
be taken up. 


Haskins was trying to explain that the 


"principals" had been hi the audience 
when the village board first sent him to 
the ZBA last October. 


Downey, a Republican, and the leader 


of the "no more- apartments in Hoffman 
Estates" campaign which got him elect- 
ed village president in 1968, was talking 
about Chicago Alderfan Thomas Keane, 
his brother George, Alderman Paul Wi- 
goda, past Metropolitan Sanitary District 
President Frank Chesrow, his brother 
David and others. 


IT'S NOT CERTAIN which principals 


Haskins was speaking of. Downey claims 
he would have recognized at the October 
village board meeting the persons he'd 
like present on August 17. 


Haskins' voice got louder and louder 


although he and Downey were physically 
close. Trustee Bruce Lind, Village Clerk 
Virginia Netter, her husband Henry, and 
assorted Palatine Township residents 
who had been present at the ZBA meet- 
ing all watched. 


Then Henry Netter decided he did not 


like the way Haskins was talking to the 
village's top official. 


Netter gave Haskins a "I'm a resident 


here and you can't talk to my mayor like 
that" type lecture. 


Haskins trying to break away from the 


group in a half friendly fashion referred 
to the village president by his last name 
alone. 


"It's Mr. Downey," came calls from 


the group. 


"Mr. Downey, Mayor Downey, Presi- 


dent Downey," Haskins said re-address- 
ing the local top-notchtr in an exas- 
perated farewell. 


Persons in the group commented that 


Haskins had acted in an offensive man- 
ner, "like the boys do in Chicago." 


Asked if he felt offended during the 


talk, Downey said, "No one offends me,"

Joe Giunta's voice rose and he talked

"When I get a boy in trouble and it's 
three o'clock in the morning, I don't 
want some guy with a degree who wants 
to figure out why the kid did something 
wrong, I want someone who'll help him 
NOW." 


Giunta is administrator of the Illinois 


Juvenile Officers Information File, which 
has its offices on the first floor of the 
Rolling Meadows city hall. 


The file is a confidential listing of Illi- 


nois youths who get into trouble and only 
policemen registered with the file can 
get information from it. 


"Five hundred police departments in

belong to the file," Giunta said. It is up 
to the local police department to decide 
to send the name of a youth under 18 to 
Giunta's office. 


"WHAT DISTURBS ME IS that we 


have the information on who in each 
town needs help, but I can't get any 
agency or group to help the individual," 
Giunta said. "Just look at the number of 
red tabs on some of these cards. These 
are repeaters. We know this individual 
needs help, but you just try and find 
someone who'll help him get a job or go 
back to school, or do whatever he wants 
to get back into society." 


Giunta feels too much money is being 


spent in the wrong places. "You form a

the FBI, Giunta said, figures there are 
seven times as many youths who are not 
reported to the file by Illinois policemen.

ports. "This file receives its funds from 
a special state legislative appropriation 
bill. We only get $100,000 a year, and that 
is from the state It makes me mad to 
see the federal government spending $268 
million this year and $480 million in 1971 
on law enforcement and it's all going to 
these people with degrees who sit around 
and talk about problems instead of those 
who will get out and help the individual."

The Elk Grove Village Board Tuesday 


approved the appointment of eight per- 
sons to the Housing Commission, an ad- 
visory body to the village board. 


Sx of the eight appointees are mem- 


bers of the housing task, force formed 
last winter by Pres. Jack Pan! during a 
housing controversy involving from 10 to 
17 Mexican-American families in the 
area. 


The commissioners are: William Ko- 


retke, chairman of the housing task 
force, Edward Kenna, the recently ap- 
pointed village trustee, Neil Cooney, 
president of the chamber of commerce 
and a local banker; Rev. Maynard Deal, 
pastor of Prince of Peace Methodist 
Church, Joseph Wellman. a local high 
school teacher, James Morita, Commu- 
nity Service Board member, Mrs. Donald 
Todd and Mrs. Cathy Duoba, both active 
during the housing controversy. 


Only Mrs. Duoba and Morita did not 


serve on the housing task force. 


All eight members of the commission 


were recommended by Koretke in a let- 
ter to the village president. 


A ninth member of the commission has 


yet to be appointed. 


The job of the commission is to recom- 


mend a housing program of the type that 
would allow low and moderate income 
families to live in the community. 


As stated in the ordinance establishing 


the commission, one of its purposes is to 
assist and advise the village board with 
measures necessary to provide adequate 
and safe housing for all individuals in the 
community. 


The use of the word "safe" in the ordi- 


nance keeps in mind the events which 
triggered the housing controversy nine 
months ago. 


It started when three children died last 


November hi a house fire on east Land- 
meier Road outside the village. The 
house was termed a "firetrap" by the 
Elk Grove Village fire chief. 


The deaths led to an inspection of sub- 


standard housing in and outside the vil- 
lage by local and county officials. Sev- 
eral families were evicted from their 
homes and housed in motels, churches, 
and temporary homes. A few remain in 
temporary homes. 


A steering committee, including mem- 


bers of Neighbors at Work organization 
formed after the tragedy, proposed in 
January that a parcel of land at St. 
Alexius Hospital be used to house the 
families in from 10 to 15 mobile homes. 


The proposal was turned down by the 


village board after a public hearing at- 
tended by some 800 persons in Lively Ju- 
nior High School. 


The task force was then formed by the

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Juvenile File Serves Police 


First of a series dealing with the Illi- 


nois Juvenile Officer* File located in 
Rolling Meadows.

"They used to make rope by walking 


backwards from the starting point. Well, 
that's the way we're helping these kids 
who are getting into trouble over and 
over again." 


Jot Giunta's voice rose and he talked 


faster 
as be became more angry. 


"When I get a boy in trouble and it's 
three o'clock in the morning, I don't 
want some guy with a degree who wants 
to figure out why the kid did something 
wrong, I want someone who'll help him 
NOW." 


Glunta is administrator of the Illinois 


Juvenile Officers Information File, which 
has its offices on the first floor of the 
Rolling Meadows city hall. 


The file is a confidential listing of Illi- 


nois youths who get into trouble and only 
policemen registered with the file can 
get information from it. 


"Five hundred police departments in 


88 Illinois counties, four Wisconsin, 3 In- 
diana, 2 Iowa and one Missouri county 
belong to the file," Glunta said. It is up 
to the local police department to decide 
to send the name of a youth under IS to 
Giunta's office. 


"WHAT DISTURBS ME IS that we 


have the information on who in each 
town needs help, but I can't get any 
agency or group to help the individual," 
Giunta said. "Just look at the number of 
red tabs on some of these cards. These 
are repeaters. We know this individual 


needs help, but you just try' and find 
someone who'll help him get a job or go 
back to school, or do whatever he wants 
to get back into society." 


Giunta feels too much money is being 


spent in the wrong places. "You form a 
youth committee in a township and they 
spend their time deciding what recrea- 
tional facilities are needed. What do we 
have park districts for? These, com- 
mittees ought to work on the unmet 
needs of the kid who's been in trouble 
and has his individual problem." 


The juvenile information file already 


has the information on more than 40,000 
youths under 18. Only two other states, 
California and New York, have anything 
similar to the Illinois file. "We've had 
this 12 years. It's free and voluntary for 
any police department which works with 
Illinois youths," Giunta said. 


The file is available to policemen regis- 


tered with the file 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. When the office isn't open, 
a "hotline" call to the Rolling Meadows 
radio operator makes the file available 
all the time. 


Though the file has 40,000 names in it;

It makes me mad to 
see the federal government spending $268 
million this year and $480 million in 1971 
on law enforcement and it's all going to 
these people with degrees who sit around 
and talk about problems instead of those 
who will get out and help the individual." 


Giunta has worked with juvenile 


delinquents in the Chicago area since the 
1930's. "I was on the west side in the 
1950's when the juvenile crime problem 
began to spread to the suburbs. We found 
the tollroad gave them a chance to get 
away from an area quickly and realized 
some cooperation was needed." 


Giunta organized the information file 


as a side project while he worked for the 
state Community Service Division. The 
file has mushroomed and two years ago 
he was made a fulltime administrator for 
the file. 


"We are trying to let these agencies 


throughout the state know we have the 
information they can work with. It's our 
job to get agencies and police depart- 
ments to work together more on these 
juvenile criminals."

The two 
churches worked with the Northwest Op- 
portunity Center In Rolling Meadows and 
NORWESCO, a Northwest suburban 
gftup formed to help disadvantaged (am- 
ukues in the area. 


'"THE SCHOOL HAS a two-fold pur- 


pose," said Mrs. Sue Swansea, co-super- 
intendent of the school and member of 
the Prospect Heights congregation. "The 
children learn more about God during 
ode study period, and Catholic, Lutheran 
and NORWESCO kids learn about each 
other." 


The children at the school come from 


congregations at St. Joseph, Good Shep- 
herd, St. Mary's Catholic Church in Buf- 
falo Grove, and St. Hilary's Episcopal 
Church in Prospect Heights. 


The school is divided Into classes rang- 


ing from preklndergarten to preeighth 
grade children. The volunteer teachers 
for each class, usually a combination of 
Lutheran and Catholic mothers, program 
their classes for each age group.

Following the lunch, a day camp is 
held for the 20 children which includes 
trips to museums and zoos in the Chi- 
cago area. The day camp is coordinated 
by James Emerick, a reverend intern at 
Good Shepherd this summer. 


"It's educational , social and reli- 


gious," he said, explaining the 20 chil- 
dren involved also have recreational ac- 
tivities including swimming in a member 
of the congregation's pool.

The results of the election came as no 


surprise.

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Hospital Expansion To Ease Conditions 


Trying to figure out the various addi- 


tions under contract and proposed for 
Northwest Community Hospital is like 
trying to tell the players without a score- 
board. 


The hospital, which is located at 800 W. 


Central Road, Arlington Heights, has two 
projects presently under contract. One of 
these additions is the first part of a two- 
part expansion program. 


The project which will be completed 


first is a 41-bed mental health service

of the existing building. The 22 rooms 
will initially be used for acute short-stay 
patients until the second, larger addition 
is completed. 


Construction will begin this month and 


the project will cost about $1.1 million. 
The single-story building, 218 feet by 83 
feet, is a variable module unit to be pur- 
chased from American Health Facilities, 
Inc., a subsidiary of American Hospital 
Supply corporation, and was designed by 
Yosh Nakazawa and Associates of 
Evanston. 


The new building will be connected to 


the existing west wing of the hospital on 
the ground floor. Construction of the 
mental health unit was included in the 
hospital's long range plans. 


However, completion of the building 


was not originally planned to start until 
the second larger wing was completed. 


The high occupancy of the hospital and 


the steady growth of the area made it 
obvious that some measures were neces- 
sary to provide additional beds during 
the 22-month construction period for the 
larger wing, hospital officials said. 


Several solutions were considered by 


hospital administrators and the Board of 
Trustees. A suggestion for a temporary 
unit similar to a mobile classroom design 
was discarded because the facility did 
not meet fire safety codes. 


A plan to lease a wing of the Ameri- 


cana Nursing Home on Central Road 
seemed to have merit but was ruled out 


Hospital Is 
Wearing Peak 


The short and long range plans for ex- 


pansion of Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal, Arlington Heights, are based on the 
increasing percentages of occupancy of 
existing beds. 


Since the opening of the south wing of 


the hospital in late 1966, the general 
patient volume at Northwest Community 
Hospital has increased about one per 
cent a month. 


In January, 1966, with a 121-bed capac- 


ity, the percentage of occupancy for the 
month was more than 98 per cent. The 
opening of the south wing added 100 beds 
and within 13 months, the percentage of 
occupancy reached 79.5 per cent. Within 
another year, the percentage reached 87. 


Currently, the hospital is near peak oc- 


cupancy almost daily. Since Jan. 1 of 
this year, there have been only two 
weeks when the occupancy did not reach 
or exceed 100 per cent during midweek. 


In March and April, more than 100 


elective surgical procedures were can- 
celled because of the lack of available 
beds. All were rescheduled at the earliest 
possible date. 


At this rate of increase, the hospital 


should reach its absolute maximum be- 
fore the end of 1970. 


A summary of the patients admitted in 


June showed the largest percentage of 
occupancy in the medical-surgical area. 
A total of 635 patients were admitted 
during the month for a percentage of al- 
most 99 per cent. 


For all areas including coronary care, 


intensive care, obstetrical and pediatrics, 
the percentage of occupancy for the 
month was more than 93 per cent, about 
the same percentage as for the year this 
far. 


hospital. However, expansion of Forest 
Hospital in Des Plaines and the opening 
of a 20-bed unit at St. Alexius Hospital in 
Elk Grove Village has alleviated the situ- 
ation to an extent. 


The second, larger expansion project 


at the hospital will include a five-story 
addition adjoining the existing building 
on the northwest side. During the year 
and a half when the plans for expansion 
were being developed, the cost of con- 
struction increased more than 20 per 
cent and the hospital was forced to bor- 
row addition funds to finance the con- 
struction of the new wing. 


This win gwill cost more than $7.8 mil- 
This wing will cost more than $7 8 mil- 


ing the summer of 1972. 


The addition will include four patient 


units for a total of 168 beds, an adminis- 
trative medical unit and service supply 
units. 


The expansion plan also includes an 


enlarged intensive care and coronary 
care units, five additional operating 
rooms, space for administration, supply 
and related services, pharmacy ex- 
pansion, an auditorium and classroom, 


equipment and elevators. 


This addition will be constructed with 


foundations and other supports necessary 
for the later addition of phase two of this 
expansion plan. This phase will include 
the adding of four patient floors to the 
top of the existing five-story structure, 
X-ray and laboratory expansion, remod- 
eling, equipment and elevators. 


In the original plans, this second phase 


was slated for completion four years af- 
ter the completion of the first phase. The 
estimated cost for the second phase was 
more than $3 9 million. However, at the 
same time, the cost for phase one was 
estimated at less than $6 million and has 
since jumped to the price of more thar 
i7 8 million.

The mental health unit proposal served 


the purpose in every respect, according 
to hospital administrators. The heavy 
patient load will be relieved in 12 
months. Upon completion of the major 
wing, patients can be transferred and the 
facilities can then be used for mental 
health purposes. 


The American Health Facilities Mental 


health unit has been approved and its 
addition to Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal commended by the Metropolitan Hos- 
pital Planning Council and the North 
Suburban Association for Health Re- 
sources.

.would indicate. 
', "The Shriners have a name for rol- 
licking and fun," he said "We're inter- 
-ested in fun, but our underlying dedica- 
'tion is to raise funds for our hospitals for 
'crippled and burned children " 
•; Dill said the Shriners established the 
'first orthopedic hospital for the treat- 
. mcnt of crippled children in Shrevesport, 
sLa., in 1922 The Shriners now have 19 
, hospitals of this type in the United 
^States. 
^ "The research and experience gained 


because of Shriner philanthropy has re- 
sulted in many techniques used through- 
out the world," he said, 


DILL SAID THE Shriners also started 


several burn institutes In the United 
States. 


"In 1962 there was only one burn in- 


stitute in the country, an army hospital," 
he said. "Now we have burn institutes in 
Galveston, Cincinnati and Boston. The 
extensive research done in conjunction 
with these hospitals is helping to save 
lives in this field " 
- 
Dill said all children under 15 years of 


age, regardless of race or creed, are ad- 


mitted to Shrine hospitals. 


"All Shrine temples and clubs seek 


children that need help," he said. "The 
only qualification Is that they can't af- 
ford the help " 


According to Dill, the Shriners spend 


between $25 and $30 million a year to 
maintain their hospitals The funds to fi- 
nance the hospitals are raised through 
various activities, Including the Shrine 
Circus and the annual East-West Shrine 
game held in Milwaukee. 


DILL SAID THE; Shriners are an out- 


growth of the Masonic Lodge. 


"All our candidates are drawn from 


the Masons," he said "The only way you 
can become a Mason is If you're suf- 
ficiently interested to ask about it No 
one is solicited to become one. We're a 
closely knit group and only take candi- 
dates who are interested " 


Dill said the Shriners have no member- 


ship restrictions on race or creed in their 
bylaws. 


"There's absolutely no discrimination 


of any kind The only reason colored 
people haven't been admitted to white 
lodges Is thai you have to be sponsored 
by three members," he said 


Dill said blacks have their own lodges 


within the Shriners. 


"If a man is qualified, color shouldn't 


be a barrier," be said. "Eventually, all 
barriers will be forgotten, but it's diffi- 
cult to overcome personal prejudices." 


ACCORDING TO Dill, the Shrine mem- 


bership represents no particular political 


belief. He said people from both political 
parties were members, including Gov. 
Richard Ogilvie and former Gov. Otto 
Kerner. 


s 
"We have a predominantly middle of 


the road group," he said. "But you have 
rebels in every group " 


Dill joined the Shriners in 1949 He was 


a member of the Chanters, the mate 
singing unit of the Shriners, until 1965. 


During that time, Dill was appointed 


Captain of the Guard, which he described 
as "the lowest rung on the ladder to be- 
coming Potentate." He was later elected 
to the positions of Oriental Guide, High 
Priest and Prophet, Assistant Rabban 
and Chief Rabban. He became Potentate 
of the Chicago Medmah Temple in 
January. 


AS POTENTATE OF the temple, Dill 


has complete authority over the Shrine 
umts and clubs in the Chicago Metropoli- 
tan area 


"As you progress as a Shriner, it takes 


mere and more of your time," he said. 
"You're lucky if you have time for your 
business " 


Dill, who is founder and chairman of 


the board of Dill Clitherow and Co, said 
Shrine officers receive no salary. 


"You sacrifice your business, money 


and family to devote time to the Shri- 
ners," he said. "But the many honors 
and fringe benefits are worth it."

map Shull is working on a second map, 
but Me Lennan will limit Monday's dis- 
cussion to the first map presented. 


Representatives from two subdivisions 


and from Prospect Heights will address 
the board on the question of attendance 
boundaries for the district's high schools. 
The question of redrawing boundaries to 
accommodate the new school in Rolling 
Meadows has been considered by district 
officials as a major problem. 


The board will also act on a request to 


raise annual textbook fees from $9.50 to 
$12 The request is the second in several 
months; the first was rejected when sev- 
eral board members said they hoped a 
plan could be worked out to aid families 
with large numbers of children. 


However, the district's attorney said 


that a system of staggered increases 
would not be acceptable, so the board 
will try again Monday to hike the text- 
book fee to meet costs.

Not Just Empty Calories 


The Way We See It 
Growth Isn 't Enough 


The U.S. Census Bureau admit- 


ted it got quite a shock when it re- 
viewed its preliminary 1970 count 
figures. 


The early results showed that for 


the first time in this nation's his- 
tory, more people are living in the 
suburbs than in the cities. 


The exodus since 1960 was no 


surprise, but — as the bureau con- 
ceded — no one knew quite the 
magnitude of it. Now 30 to 35 per 
cent of the population is settled in 
the suburbs, slightly more than the 
total city population. 


This is impressive, on the face of 


it. But the miraculous growth of 
the suburbs reminds us again of 
the profound challenge it poses, a 
challenge intertwined 
with the 


very quality of our life. 


We have in our suburbs too many 


examples of too fast growth — 
faceless communities with no sem- 
blance of character or identity, 
communities planned with too little 
regard for water supply, sanitation 
facilities, 
streets, open space, 


shopping, even schools. 


The effect often is one of no plan- 


ning at all, but of filling a plot of 
land here, and filling a plot there, 
and not insuring adequately for fa- 
cilities and coordination. To some 
residents, it means a dreariness; 
to most, it means occasional peri- 
ods of crisis to face problems 


posed by inadequate essentials — 
floods in the spring, sprinkling 
bans in the summer, too few class- 
rooms in the fall, nowhere to go for 
recreation. 


The list is long, and there is pre- 


cious little chance now to right the 
wrongs already committed, except 
on a spotty basis. 


But there is a lot of hope yet in 


future growth, and to that end, 
we're intrigued by the announce- 
ment of the "new century town" 
being planned near Mundelein in 
Lake County. 


Three huge Chicago area com- 


panies — Sears, Mafco Inc. la sub- 
sidiary of Marshall Field & Co.) 
and Urban Investment and Devel- 
opment Co. — are pooling their re- 
sources in the $250 million project. 


In effect, they are building a 


complete town from scratch, start- 
ing with a regional commercial 
center and expanding until it has 
the facilities and housing for a pop- 
ulation of 15,000 to 18,000. Com- 
pletion is expected in five to seven 
years. 


The new town is described as 


somewhere between the typical 
bedroom community suburb and 
t h e totally self-contained new 
towns now sprouting in Europe. 


The accent will be on maximum 


utilization of space, building the 
commercial center on several lev- 


els, constructing houses in clus- 
ters, mixing in townhouses and 
apartment buildings. The total 
package will include a regional 
town center, residential neighbor- 
hoods, a hotel, schools and at least 
one research-development center. 


Parking will be available for 


about 8,000 cars, through traffic 
will be kept to a minimum, and 
concentration will be on freeing 
space for recreation and leisure- 
time activities. 


The new town will be interlaced 


w i t h pedestrianways, 
bicycle 


paths, and park areas, and the IV-I^,* 
_ 


focus of the interior will be a 40- 
fUlUline 


acre lake, perhaps with a picnic is- 
land, a marina, and zoological and 
botannical gardens. 


In sum, it's all a lot more vision- 


ary than houses row upon row with 
a shopping center and bowling al- 
ley. 


The critical question is whether 


it'll be too visionary, or whether 
it'll succeed and become a pro- 
totype for communities like it all 
over the United States. 


It's a challenge to planners, 


builders and community officials 
to make it succeed, because the 
hallmark of the plan is that it rec- 
ognizes that there is more to living 
than just moving into a home in the 
suburbs. And even in our suburbs, 
there still is some time and some 
room to'adcipt.

Between the Lines 
For The Price Of One Book A Year

Construction of a 38,000 square foot ad- 


dition to the Schaumburg Township Li- 
brary and improved parking facilities 
will be possible if towmhip voters ap- 
prove the library's $1,310,000 building 
referendum Aug. 15. 


The library addition is badly needed. 
Circulation of book* at the library has 


been increasing at least 50 per cent each 
year for the put two yean. Circulation 
tocreated 
OB per cent in 1969 over the 


previous year, and was up 50 per cent in 
1968. More than 10,000 people check out 
book* from the library each month. 


Presently, the township library has 


18,000 rogfartend cardholders, three 
time* a* many a* in 1969. 


In addition, the present library ha* 


limited Mating for patron* and ha* 
reached ita (helving capacity of approxi- 


mately 35,000 volume*. 


ALTHOUGH THE PRESENT library 


contains 8,900 square feet in total, the 
American Library Association recom- 
mends one-half square foot of space per 
person in a library's service area 


(Schaumburg Township). The township 
has a population at present of about 
60,000. 


If voters approve the referendum, the 


library board would issue $1.2 million in 
bonds for which a maximum of seven 
per cent interest could be paid. These 
bonds would be retired in 10 years. 


Cost of the library addition to the aver- 


age taxpayer would be an annual levy of 
$5.90 for each $10,000 of assessed valu- 
ation on his property, which is roughly 
the price of a book. 


According to the township librarian, 


Michael Madden, the volume of library 
business is increasing at such a rapid 
rate that by the time a library addition is 
built — about 1% years after construc- 
tion starts — the volume of business 
would merit a building of that size. 


Federal financing for a new library 


building was not possible because librar- 


ies receiving federal grants must build to 
meet the needs of the next 20 years. And 
this was just not practical, based on the 
library's budget. 


THE LIBRARY ADDITION proposed, 


which would be connected to the present 
library building on the south and east 
sides, would have room for a collection 
of 150,000 to 200,000 books and seating for 
300 persons. 


A new parking area would also be pro- 


vided at the library, allowing room for 
more cars. 


Schaumburg Township voters should 


vote "yes" for the library addition Aug. 
15, because a larger library building 
would be a definite asset to the commu- 
nity. 


Many community groups now meet at 


the library. And a library can be used by 
the entire family, young and adult read- 
ers alike.

More than a couple of 18-year-olds lis- 


tened to the speech and walked away be- 
wildered and unregistered.

They saw the sto- 
ries questioning the constitutionality of 
the law, but also heard that their county- 
state's attorney had ruled registration be 
opened on August 1. 


So anticipating one of those patriotic 


moments in their lives, they came to the 
Town Hall. 


Carefully, Mrs. Chapman does not re- 


fuse to register young people who are 
under 21. That would be depriving them 
of their rights. 


But her story would discourage almost 


anyone. 


She explains that the constitutionality 


of the law has cot been tested yet. She 
tells them even if they register, their 


cards probably will be lost in the county 


office. She says that although Cook Coun- 
ty is allowing registration of 18-year-olds, 
it's still in violation of the Illinois Con- 
stitution. She talks about Con Con. She 
tells them they won't be able to vote un- 
til after Jan. 1 anyway. 


THERE ARE A LOT of teens who are

They want to register now so 
they'll be ready to vote in the first elec- 
tion of 1971. Absentee registration is not 
allowed in Illinois. 


The town clerk's job is an elected posi- 


tion. It's primarily designed to provide 
services to local residents. One of the 
most important of those services is voter 
registration. 


Specifically, voter registration is one of 


the local conveniences cited continually 
by township officials who are fighting for 
the life of township government. 


Whether or not Mrs. Chapman believes 


the new voting law is constitutional, she 
has been instructed to register young 
people. The validity of the law is not her 
decision. 


It's true that young people who came 


to the Town Hall this week could have 
been stronger. Some of them did insist 
and finally were allowed to sign their 
name to the dotted line. 


But it's hard to expect teens who have 


just left their high school worlds to stand 
up to a respectable-looking gray-haired 
woman and say "You're wrong. I de- 
mand to register." 


The sad part of it all is that they 


shouldn't have to. Taking the neces- 
sary step toward casting your vote in the 
next election should be a moment of glo- 
ry.

Board Bungled Peace With Police

Sad to uy, but the village board In 


Wheeling bungled it* chance to have the 
policemen return to work lait Friday. 


A back-to-work arrangement had been 


reached Thunday night, and both the po- 
lice and the truatee* agreed to it. Yet 
when the police returned to work the 
next day, they teamed that the village 
bad not carried out all part* of tht 
agreement a* the police thought they 
would. 


By Friday afternoon, the police were 


•o angered, w «ur* they had been 
doubkcroMMd, that probably nothing 
abort of the village'* agreeing to each of 
tbeir demand* would have kept them on 
the Job. 


At a ipaeial village board meeting Sun- 


day, the police called the truitee* (the 
out* that were there anyway) to taik for 
boggUag the back-to-work agreement. 


FOR ONE THING, they wanted to 


know way the injunction bad not been 
dropped at tht MUM time the police re- 
turned to work. To that, Village Atty. 


Paul Hamer said there were procedural 
matter* that would have taken time to be 
cleared up before the injunction would be 
dropped. 


Yet, a* the police point out, no one in- 


formed them Friday there would be a 
delay in dropping the injunction. With 
the situation a* tenuou* a* It wai, cer- 
tainly lomeone could have notified the 
police it would take a few days to drop 


the injunction. 


Apparently, no village official thought 


to do that. 


Another point: police were angered be- 


cause they were told that notations would 
be put in their personnel folders listing 
unexcused absences for the days they 
called in sick. 


Though Truitee Ira Bird said Sunday 


night he thought that was part of the 
agreement, it was, nevertheless, left out 
of the joint press release issued by the 
two sides outlining the term* of the 
agreement. Bird announced Sunday no 
such notation* would be put in the men's 
folders. 


ANOTHER REASON the police were 


angered wa* became pay for the days 
they called In ilck wa* deducted from 
their paycheck*. Village officials say 
part of the agreement was that the vil- 
lage's sick leave ordinance would be fol- 
lowed. And, it was. 


But last Friday when the men returned 


to work, their paycheck* were not ready 


because a mistake had been made in fol- 
lowing the sick leave ordinance with re- 
gard to paycheck deductions. So delivery 
of the paychecks was held up. Once they 
got the checks, the police felt they were 
being cheated. 


Once again, a communications foulup 


had the result of the policemen feeling 
the village board was not carrying out its 
part of the agreement. 


The sum total of all the administrative 


goofs, communications failure or what- 
ever you choose to cafl them, was that 
tiie police concluded they had suffered a 
doubtecross at the hands of the village 
board. 


Not only did the police leave their jobs 


last Friday, but they also hardened their 
position. 


The village board through its clumsi- 


ness in earring out the back-to-work 
agreement last Friday has created a lo- 
cal version of the credibility gap between 
itself and the police. Regardless of the 
outcome of the police walkout, that gap 
will be there for a long time to come.

Sometimes it seems that you can't 


please anybody. 


After long discussions and public meet- 


ings, the village decided to implement a 
new traffic system for downtown Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Police officers and village officials met 


with members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce over the plan, and the trustees of 
the village later voted in open session to 
make the plan a reality. 


There's nothing complicated about the 


whole deal. 


Traffic flow in the business section is 


now directed in a clockwise manner and 
left hand turns most intersections are 
prohibited. 


This is not a frivolous plan devised by 


idle men. It is the product of study by 
the police traffic department and it is 
aimed at bringing order out of chaos. 


THE PLAN WENT INTO operation 


last Tuesday with the foreknowledge mat 
drivers would have to be educated to its 
intricacies an<1 that the police depart- 
ment would have to look closely at the 
result* and determine the merits of the 
plan. 


But before the signs were even in oper- 


ation, some businessmen in this town bad 
already made up their mind*. A brief 
survey of downtown businessmen repre- 


senting a variety of endeavors showed 
that a good share of the men were op- 
posed to the plan. 


A random sample showed that four out 


of five had serious reservations about the 
plan, and one businessman even said he 
would take the matter to UK village if 
his shoe repair business suffered from 
the traffic changes. 


That kind of proprietary interest in the 


downtown traffic flow seems typical of a 
lot of merchants in Arlington Heights. 
They seem to regard the passing motor- 
ists as some kind of captive parade of 
spenders to be shuttled back and forth in 
front of tbeir window displays like ro- 
dents in a maze.

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Building Permits Down: 
New June Postwar Low 


Permits issued in June for new, single 


family homes plunged 45 per cent from 
last June, establishing a postwar record 
low for June, according to a report pub- 
lished by Bell Federal Savings and Loan. 


This is the fifth time tns year that the 


number of permits issued was lower than 
from the comparable month last year. 


Permits were issued for 1,111 single 


family homes in the six county area,

compared with 1,979 last year. The pre- 
vious lowest level for June was 1,643 in 
1946. 


Although housing la down in most 


areas, the leaders for new home building 
in 1970 Include Arlington Heights, 158 
new home permits issued; Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, 115; and Schaumburg, 155 permits 
issued. 


HOME BUILDING permits decreased 


47 per cent in the suburban areas and 55 
percent In the unincorporated areas. In 
contrast, Chicago reported an increase in 
homes, more than doubling the number 
of permits issued up this time a year 
ago. 


Apartment units have decreased 4 per 


cent in the metropolitan area. Like 
homes, they decreased in the suburbs 
and unincorporated areas, and increased 
in Chicago. 


The seasonally adjusted housing rate 


rose 40 per cent from May. Total build- 
ing permits for all types of construction 
dropped 30 per cent.

Trucking Strike Blamed for Zenith's 


Low Sales and Earnings in 1970 


Named To Sales Post 


The coating division of Olinkraft, Inc., 


has appointed Harry S. Farrell a sales 
representative for its line of specialty 
coated and laminated paper products.

Zenith Radio Corp. today reported low- 


er sales and earnings, for the first six 
months of 1970. Joseph S. Wright, chair- 
man and president, said that the twelve- 
week C h i c a g o a r e a trucking 
strike/lockout, which forced a six-week 
shutdown of most of the Company's man- 
ufacturing plants, had a major impact on 
second quarter operating results. 


Earnings for the first six months of 


1970 were $4,629,000, or 24 cents per 
share, on sales of $210,441,000. In the 1969 
comparable period, sales were 
$320,854,000 and earnings $16,276,000, or 
86 cents per share. 


Second quarter operations resulted in a 


loss of $1,437,000 on sales of $81,883,000. 
In the same period last year, earnings 
were $4,310,000, or 23 cents per share, on 
sales of $135,385,000. 


Mr. Wright stated that, "the shutdown, 


which idled over 10,000 production em- 
ployes, severely reduced factory ship- 
ments in April and May and delayed pro- 


duction of new 1971 models." Earnings in 
the quarter were further affected by the 
continuing cost-price squeeze and the 
added start-up costs accompanying the 
reopening of production facilities. 


In an effort to fill the existing backlog 


of orders and bring inventories into line, 
a substantial portion of Zenith's color 
and black-and-white television facilities 
were kept in production during the fjrst 
two weeks of July, which is the normal 
vacation shutdown period. Output will be 
further increased as additional produc- 
tion lines can be staffed. 


Consumer electronics continues to feel 


the effects of the general economic slow- 
down which began during the third quar- 
ter of 1969. However, with the low in- 
ventory and the sales backlog position, 
the company anticipates a good second 
half in both sales and profits. 


"We are cautiously optimistic about 


business conditions for the remainder of 
the year," Wright said. "There are in- 


dications that the current economic slow- 
down is bottoming out. We expect that 
with a return of consumer confidence, in- 
dustry sales should benefit, particularly 
in the last four months of the year."

Million; Total Revenue Up 
Opposes Gas Limit Plan 


Union Oil Company of California net 


earning! for the first ik month* of 1970 
were ftt minion, down from the $70.2 
million earned in the first half of I960, 
Fred L. Hartley, president, announced 
recently. 


Net earnings per average common 


snare outstanding were I1..45 compared 
to 13.07. 


For the three months ended June 30, 


net earolnfs were t» 8 million compared 
to 123.2 million in the first quarter of 1970 
and 135.9 million earnet) in the second 
quarter of 19M. Net earnings per aver- 
age common share outstanding in the 
second ojnarter were M cents in 1970 and 
$1.05 in 19*. 


Total revenues for the six months were 


a record $1 billion, up from $974 million 
in the same I960 period. Crude oil and 
natural gas production each increased 
nine per cent from a year ago. 


"Federal legislative and executive 


leadership have resulted in economic 
conditions such that these increases were 
more than offset by the continuing in- 
roads of unrestrained inflation which af- 
fected Union and our industry In the 
form of higher Interest expense, higher 
labor costs and higher federal taxes," 
Hartley said 


Hartley noted that a "positive factor 


that will benefit earnings in the future" 
is Union's new Chicago refinery, now op- 
erating at fun capacity. 


"The changeover from three small 


refineries to this modern, up-to-date 
140,000-barrel-peKiay plant was accom- 
plished on schedule," Hartley said. 


Of the administration plan to set aside 


30 federal petroleum exploratory leases 
in the Santa Barbara Channel as a sanc- 
tuary between the city of Santa Barbara 
and Santa Cruz Island, Hartley said 
Union has a 35 per cent interest in seven 
of the tracts and 70 per cent of another 
one for which in total the company paid 
approximately $43 million in bonuses. 


"You may rest assured that maximum 


efforts will be mad* to protect share- 
owner interests in this matter," Hartley 
said. "Pending its settlement, an .roortl- 
ution after 1969 of our interest in the 
eight leases has been discontinued. 


Hartley opposed the Cabinet Task 


Force's recommended changes in the oil 
imports program, saying, "Far from 
having the beneficial effect on the coun- 
try of lower prices, the Cabinet Task 
Force proposal would Jeopardize the eco- 
nomic and military security of the 
United States, cause oil producers to shut 
in marginal wells and stop secondary re- 
covery in the United States, further ag- 


gravate our existing shortage of natural 
gas, sharply reduce state and local gov- 
ernment revenues from exploration bo- 
nuses, production royalties and property 
' and severance taxes, make the United 
States more dependent on foreign oil and 
more vulnerable to unilateral foreign 
government actions curtailing supply 
and/or increasing prices, and adversely 
affect our nation's balance of pay- 
ments."

ond quarter were $7,105,000, or 53 cents 
per share, down 16 per cent from a year 
ago.

In announcing these results, Robert W. 


G a 1 v i n, chairman of the Chicago- 
based electronics firm, said the dis- 
continuation of color picture tube produc- 
tion resulted in an extraordinary non-re- 
curring expense estimated at 10 'cents 
per share which is applied to the second 
quarter net earnings. ) 


Galvin also said that second quarter 


earnings and margins from operations 
increased importantly over the first 
quarter of this year. This occurred even 
in the face of lower sales in the second 
quarter compared to the first three 
months of the year. Operational earnings 
were up 20 per cent over the 44 cents per 
share in the first quarter, while sales 
were down 7 per cent. The improvement 
in1 margins was primarily due to the im- 
plementation of cost- reduction plans 
which were readied as early as January. 
At that time it was anticipated that sec- 
ond quarter sales and earnings would 
probably not match the record perform- 
ance of last year due to general econom- 
ic conditions and threatened labor diffi- 
culties outside the company, he said. 


Reduced consumer spending had the 


greatest impact on the decline in sales, 
Galvin continued. That loss of volume 
~and the effect of the 13-week trucking 


strike in-Chicago on incoming and out- 
going shipments were the principal 
causes of the decline in operating earn- 
ings. These factors caused a complete 
shutdown of the consumer division pro- 
duction for most of April and cut the effi- 
ciency of the automotive and commu- 
nications divisions. 


In May a share-for-share distribution 


was made to shareholders. Subsequently, 
at the June meeting, the board approved 
a 20 per cent increase in the quarterly 
dividend to 15 cents per share starting 
with the July 10 payment. 


At midyear, the financial condition of 


the corporation is strong, Galvin said. 
The ratio of current assets to current 
liabilities of 2.8 is higher than it was a 
year ago. Short-term borrowings are 
down 60 per cent. 


Although the corporation has made 


major strides in the reduction and con- 
trol of its operating costs, the company 
continues to allocate generous resources 
to research and development programs 
and other activities aimed at future op- 
portunities, he said. 


World markets continue strong for our 


products while the domestic market re- 
mains mixed for our diversified elec- 
tronics businesses, he said. 


Assuming the slide in the domestic 


economy has flattened and moderate 
signs of firming are more evident toward 
yearend, corporate earnings' perform- 
ance for the second half will be favor- 
able, Galvin concluded.

Commonwealth Edison Company was 


notified recently that its supplies of natu- 
ral gas from Northern Illinois Gas Co. 
will be cut by more than one-third 
through the end of August. 


The fuel cut, amounting to 5,500 


equivalent tons of coal a day, was made 
under a contract for interruptible sup- 
plies from NIGas to Edison. It is under-

stood that the reduction from the quan- 
tity previously forecast by the gas distri- 
buting company is being made because 
of an anticipated cutback in NIGas deliv- 
eries from the Natural Gas Pipeline Co. 
of America. 


The move will force Edison to burn in- 


creased amounts of coal at generating 
stations in Joliet, Waukegan and Dixon. 


THE REDUCED gas supply could af- 


fect the electric company's efforts to 
build up coal storage supplies at its gen- 
erating stations. The company presently 
has a coal supply of about 37 days on 
hand. The lost gas is equivalent to a 2%- 
day burn on the Edison system, or about 


160,000 tons of fuel. 


Edison also announced today that it 


has requested both the Federal Power 
Commission and the U.S. Department of 
Interior to strengthen the Chicago area 
gas supply in whatever manner possible. 


The electric company has asked the 


FPC to grant the Natural Gas Pipeline 
Co of America permission to continue 
the emergency purchase of gas from 
Texas Gas Utilities Co. 


Edison also has written to Sec. of Inte- 


rior Walter J Hickel urging him to open 
certain offshore areas of western-Loui- 
siana to the gas industry in order to en- 
hance the supply of natural gas.

some 1400 U.S. communities — is de- 
tailed in the newly issued third edition of 
COFFEE: ECONOMIC IMPACT publish- 
ed by the World Coffee Information Cen- 
ter. 


The 60-page report stresses that the 


Agreement has brought a substantial 
measure of stability to the world coffee 
market — historically torn by steep 
boom-and-bust price fluctuations — thus 
providing an ample supply of coffee at 
prices fair and reasonable to both pro- 
ducers and consumers. 


For the consumers of the United States 


— who drink about half of the world's 
exports of the bean — the Agreement has 
helped make coffee the "bargain of the 
decade." 


During the sixties, the cost of living 


and the cost of food jumped 24 per cent, 
while a one-pound can of coffee rose only 
1.6 per cent. 


In 1960, it required 21.6 minutes of la- 


bor (for a U.S. factory worker) to buy a 
pound of coffee, in 1969, only 1S.1 min- 
utes. 


During the first six months of 1970, the 


U.S retail price of a can of coffee, based 
on U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics data, 
averaged 873 cents a pound, approxi- 
mately the average level of 19 years ago 
At 87.3 cents a one-pound can, coffee 
costs the U.S. housewife less than 1M: 
cents a cup 


Next only to petroleum, coffee is the 


single largest item in world trade, dollar- 
value. Coffee export is the principal or a 
key source of foreign-exchange earnings 
for the developing countries of Latin 
America, Africa and Asia. The Inter- 


national Coffee Agreement, by stabilizing 
the world coffee market at fair and rea- 
sonable prices, permits the orderly plan- 
ning and financing of the economic and 
social development of the producing 
countries. 


Established in 1962, the International 


Coffee Agreement has been in operation 
for seven years. The U.S. implementing 
legislation, requisite to full and effective 
operation of the pact, expires September 
301970. President Nixon has asked Con- 
gress to extend the implementing legisla- 
tion for three more years, coinciding 
with the full life span of the Agreement.

Edison Earnings 
On the Decline 


Continuing cost pressures kept Com- 


monwealth Edison Co. earnings on the 
decline during the first six months of 
1970, despite gains in sales and revenues, 
chairman J. Harris Ward announced. 


Ward also said that earnings for the 


full year will be less than previously esti- 
mated as a result of an Illinois Com- 
merce Commission decision limiting a 
recently effective rate increase to about 
4'/a per cent. 


"In May, assuming a 6.1 per cent rate 


increase, we estimated that 1970 earn- 
ings would not be much above 1969's $3 
per common share," Ward said. "It now 
appears they will be in the area 01 
$2.95." 


EARNINGS IN the first six months of 


1970 declined to $1.34 a common share 
from $1.49 in the first half of 1969, as net 
income dropped to $59,643,000 from 
$65,598,000. For the 12 months ended 
June 30,1970, earnings were $2.35 a com- 
mon share, compared with $3.02 in the 12 
months ended June 30,1969. 


Electric operating revenues in the first 


half of this year rose to $420,391,000 from 
$388,905,000 in the same period of a year 
ago, 
as kilowatt-hour sales to ultimate 


consumers increased 7.3 per cent. Sales 
to residential customers gained 9.6 per 
cent, 


Earnings were reduced, Ward said, by 


higher interest rates, increased costs of 
purchased power and fuel, wage and ma- 
terial rises and bigger local and state tax 
bills. 


"We are determined to obtain an ade-

Cut in 2 cups shortening, then 
add 1 egg beaten in a measuring cup 
which you fill with ice water and add to 
the crust mixture. Roll out for 8 average 
sized crusts. 


ANOTHER favorite dish there is 


Farmers Salad, a mixture of crisp 
greens served in an oblong ceramic bowl 
with special White Barn dressing. Here's 
the recipe. 


In a large mixing bowl combine 1 cup 


sugar with 1 cup tomato catsup. Add 1 
teaspoon salt, 1 tablespoon paprika, 1 ta- 
blespoon finely grated onion, 2 cups sal- 
ad oil, 1 cup white vinegar, and 1 table- 
spoon celery seed.

Baked Lima Beans: Ideal Picnic, Party Fare

For backyard parties or taking to the 


woods, Baked Lima Beans are ideal pic- 
nic fare. Mrs. James R. Klein of 261 
Brookhaven Drive, Elk Grove Village 
makes them from an old family recipe. 


"They look like common baked beans, 


but they have a superb flavor," Barbara 
Klein commented. 


She soaks large dried limas overnight 


to soften them and cooks them for a 
short period the next day. They are then 
baked with salt pork, catsup, brown sug- 
ar and mustard. 


"The beans absorb the flavor of the 


other ingredients, making them tasty," 
Barbara said. 


Because they are both hearty and 


nourishing, the baked limas may be 
served as a meal in themselves, along 
with a green salad and hot rolls. Or they 
make a savory accompaniment for ham- 
burgers, hot dogs and other grilled 
meats. When Barbara takes them to the 
woods, she wraps the bean pot in news- 
papers and towels, and the beans stay 
warm for hours. 


Noted for her gourmet cooking (she 


specializes in French recipes), Barbara 
owns about two dozen cookbooks and has 
a thousand recipes on file. She also 
bakes yeast breads and rolls and loves to 
entertain. However, her favorite recipes 
are still those which she received from 
her mother, and another of these is a 
Hawaiian Casserole. 


"It's easy and economical to prepare, 


yet has a distinct and unusual flavor," 
Barbara remarked. 


Cubed pork steak is used in the recipe. 


It Is browned and cooked in tomato soup 
seasoned with onion, chili powder, vine- 
gar and Karo syrup. Mushrooms and 
celery give added flavor and texture to 
this mixture, which is combined with 
broad noodles and baked. 


"It can be made a day ahead and 


baked before serving," Barbara said. 


She knows this dish makes a hit with 


guests because of the many requests 
she's bad for the recipe. Recommending 
the casserole for luncheons, dinners or 
potlucks, she suggests serving it with a 
green salad and rolls. 


One of this good cook's favorite des- 


serts is a Chocolate Chip Date Cake that 
needs no frosting because the topping is 
baked right on the cake. Simple to pre- 
pare, all the Ingredients are beaten to- 
gether in one bowl until well blended. 
The moist textured batter contains 
chopped dates and is baked in a tube pan 
with • topping of chopped nuts and 
chocolate chips. 


"This to a heavy, solid cake that's very 


rich," Barbara explained. "It will keep 
fresh for days and is nice for any occa- 
sion — dinners, picnics or coffee par-

ties," she added. 


Her children, Kent, 6, and Kim, 4, en- 


joy the cake as much as adults do. 


Although she is a registered nurse, 


Barbara attended the Art Institute as a 
child and recently resumed her hobby of 
painting, which she enjoys as much as 
cooking. She also enjoys gardening and 
flower arranging and has dabbled in inte- 
rior decorating. 


A resident of Elk Grove Village for 


five years, Barbara has served as vice 
president of the Jayceettes and chairman 
of 41. Nicholas' pre-school board, of 
which she is now an advisor. She is also 
a member of St. Nicholas Women's Guild 
and the EMH Parents Club at Ira Rupley 
School. 


BAKED LIMA BEANS 


1 pound large dried lima beans

Wot the company buffet, molds look impressive and elegant and the unmolding 


is easy enough. Dip the mold in warm (not hot) water to the depth of its contents. 
Loosen around the edge with the tip of a paring knife. Place a serving dish on top 
of the mold and turn it upside down. Shake, holding the serving dish tightly to the 
mold. 


If gelatin does not readily slip out, repeat the procedure. The same process 


applies for unmolding loaf pans.

A Summer Sweet 


The nation's busy bees have produced 


a record crop of honey, the sweetest tas- 
ting of all sweets. And the plentiful sup- 
ply means lower prices during the sum- 
mer. 


Lucretia Thomason, University of Illi- 


nois county extension adviser-home eco- 
nomics, explains that color and flavor of 
honey depend 'upon the flowers from 
' which the bees collect nectar. Light-col- 
ored, mild honey comes from- clovers. 
One of the darkest and most strongly fla- 
vored comes from buckwheat 


MOST OF THE HONEY on the market 


is extracted honey — separated from the 
comb. Extracted honey in a crystallized 
form is called honey creme or honey 
spread. Comb honey usually costs more 
because it is difficult and costly to pro- 
duce. 


U.S. Grade A or U.S. Fancy indicates 


top-grade honey. Also available is U.S. 
Grade B. Flavor clarity and absence of 


defects rank as the important factors in 
honey grading. Color isn't a factor in 
U.S. grades. 


Mrs. Thomason points out that no one 


sugar or sweet is "more healthful" than 
another. The small amounts of minerals 
and vitamins in the unrefined forms are 
of little consequence in supplying an ade- 
quate diet. 


COOKED FOODS made with honey are 


slightly sweeter than those made with 
sugar. They also have more color and a 
different texture. For best results when 
using honey in cooking and baking, fol- 
low recipes especially designed for hon- 
ey. 


Store honey tightly covered to retain 


its flavor and aroma. Keep it at room 
temperature to retard granulation. If it 
granulates, put the container in a, bowl of 
warm water to dissolve the 'crystals. 
Honey stored for a long time may darken 
somewhat, but it will still be usable.

and healthful foods.. Although price is 
an important consideration, to benefit 
most from this abundance, make sure 
you are getting high quality. Yon certain- 
ly won't save by spending money for 
vegetables which are in poor condition. 


With a little knowledge and experience, 


you can learn to correctly judge quality 
by appearance. To assist you in making 
the best economical, flavorful and nutri- 
tious selections, here are a few tips on 
buying some of the plentiful fresh sum- 
mer vegetables: 


CABBAGED— Firm or hard beads that 


" are heavy for their size are the best. Out- 


er leaves should be a good green or red 
color (depending on type), reasonably 
fresh, and free from serious blemishes. 
Some early-crop cabbage may be soft or 
only fairly firm. They are suitable for 
immediate use, if the leaves are fresh 
and crisp. 


New cabbage is undesirable when the 


outer leaves are wilted, decayed or turn- 
ing decidedly yellow. 
.CARROTS — Buy carrots which are 
well-formed, smooth, well-colored and 
firm. Avoid roots with large green "sun- 
burned" areas at the top (which must be 
trimmed) and roots which are flabby 
from wilting or show spots of soft decay. 


CELERY — Choose celery wflh solid, 


rigid stalks and leaflets that are fresh or 
only slightly wilted. Also look for a glos- 
sy surface,, stalks of light to medium 
green and mostly green leaflets; Wilted 
celery or celery with flabby upper 
branches or leaf stems is low qualify as 
is celery with pithy, hollow or discolored 
centers in the branches. 


Celery with internal discoloration will 


show some gray or brown on the inside 
surface of the larger branches 'near 
where they are attached to die-base of 
the stalk. 


CUCUMBERS — Look for cucumbers 


with good green color which are firm 
over their entire length. Good cucumbers 
are well-shaped, but not too large in 
diameter, with many small lumps on 
their surfaces. They may also have some 
white or greenish-white color and still be 
of top quality. 


Avoid overgrown cucumbers which are 


large in diameter and have a dull color, 
turning yellowish. Withered or shriveled 
ends indicate toughness and bitter flavor. 


LETTUCE — Depending upon toe type, 


select lettuce with good; bright colored 
. leaves which are usually medium to light 
green. Iceberg and Romaine lettuce 
should have crisp leaves, the leaves of 
other types will be softer but should not 
be wilted. A slight tan or brown area 
(tipburn) around the margins of the 
leaves should not hurt. quality, but 
serious discoloration or soft decay should 
be avoided. 


Heads of overmature iceberg lettuce 


are. very hard and lack green color. Also 
avoid .heads with irregular shapes and 
hard bumps on top.

What is a sandwich? According to 


Webster, a sandwich consists of "two 
slices of bread usually buttered and hav- 
ing a layer, as of meat, cheese or savory 
mixture, spread between them."

"The 1970's will bring about major 


changes in American eating habits if the 
recommendations made at a recent na- 
tional conference on food, nutrition and 
health' are followed," says Jeannette 
Frank, nutritionist and food authority. 


Miss Frank, who took part in the 


Washington conference, reports, "leading 
physicians, nutritionists and diet special- 
ists sharply criticize the diet of the aver- 
age American today. They recommend a 
shift from cholesterol-forming foods such 
as steaks that are heavily fatted, fresh 
eggs, ham, whole milk, cream and but- 
ter. They urge a diet lower in polysa- 
turated fats with less cholesterol, as well 
as lower in calories." 


Miss Frank, who is the author of the 


new "Modern Meat Cookbook," reports 
that a number of authorities recommend 
changing the grade standards for beef 
and lamb to eliminate fat content as a 
criterion of quality. "This would encour- 
age raising animals with a lower propor- 
tion of fat and therefore more protein, 
pound for pound," says Miss Frank. 


"The leaner, less expensive cuts are 


the best beef buys for today's more 
h e a 11 b-informed homemakers," she 
points out, "because they provide more 
vitamins and minerals per pound. The 
more expensive, fatter cuts contain more 
cholesterol and calories — which can af- 
fect your health aa well as your pocket- 
book! The lean cuts," she adds, "only 
lack tenderness, but today's women 
know that it can be added easily with 
modern cooking aids like Adolph's in- 
stant meat tenderizer or 15-minute meat 
marinade. Such aids are important to ev- 
ery homemaker for economy reasons in 
today's era of soaring prices, as well as 
to help prevent such problems as obesity 
and high blood pressure. 


Obesity, according to the conference 


experts, is a prime concern of our af- 
fluent society. About 00 million Ameri- 
cans are overweight mainly because they 
eat more calories per day than they 
"bum off" with physical activity. The 
modern sugar substitutes can help solve 
this problem for many people, Miss 
Frank says. 


In addition to obesity, she reports, .an 


estimated 21 million American adults 


have hypertension or high blood pressure 
to some degree and need salt substitutes 
made with potassium instead of sodium 
chloride. 


On this problem the conference experts 


recommend that the medical profession 
and the general public be emphatically 
told that one of the most effective ways 
available now to prevent hypertension is 
to prevent and control obesity. They also 
say that persons with hypertension or 
with a family history of hypertension 
should be told about the possible advan- 
tages of restricting their intake of or- 
dinary salt and foods with sodium co>v 
tent in general. 
' 
"In other words," concludes Miss 


Frank, "too many people today are fill- 
ing themselves with calories but are still 
nutritionally starved. This applies to both 
young and old and to all income groups. 
The 1970's must shift the focus from 
those foods that are simply 'filling' to the 
nutritional foods that will build and 
maintain healthy bodies." 


The cookbook author gives the follow- 


ing kitchen-tested example of a nutri- 
tious, low-cost menu: high-protein, low- 
fat beef recipe served with baked po- 
tatoes, vegetable salad and beverage. 


BARBECUED FAMILY STEAK 


A LA MARINADE 


1 top round steak, 2" thick, 


3-3tt pounds, boneless 


1 pkg. Adolph's 15-minute 


meat marinade 
Prepare steak according to label direc- 


tions «i package of 15-minute meat mari- 
nade.

Sandwich For Breakfast 


What's so horrible about a sandwich 


for breakfast? 


Nothing, really. Many young people — 


especially at that age where they first 
begin to exercise some freedom of choice 
in foods — complain of the same old 
thing for breakfast. 


It probably is a sign of growing up, or 


trying to, to want an "unconventional" 
breakfast, something different from ba- 
con and eggs and cereal. 


Dr. Laurence M. Hursh, consultant for 


the National Dairy Council, sees nothing 
wrong in it. He says "I can't see the 
difference, particularly if a young boy 
would prefer to have a fried egg sand- 
wich instead of cooked eggs and toast. 
And if be wants to add catsup, in reason- 


able amounts, what's the difference? It 
may not appeal to you or me at break- 
fast. But catsup should not be relied 
upon for vitamin C and other nutrients 
we expect from, say, tomato and other 
fruit juices or citrus products at break- 
fast. Catsup just doesn't contain much 
vitamin C. Your son will still need fruit 
juice or fruit." 


And then there's the cheeseburger — 


this for the person who wants to occa- 
sionally skip eggs, just for a change. The 
eggs can be eaten at another meal, also 
for a change. 


OR HOW ABOUT creamed chipped 


beef, or turkey or ham in a cream sauce 
on toast? These add butter and milk 'to 
your breakfast fare. Milk adds protein, 
vitamins, minerals and energy-giving nu- 


trients which help make breakfast satis- 
fy until lunch time. 


To expand on the sandwich for break- 


fast theme: an egg salad sandwich laced 
with crisp, cooked bacon is tasty, or a 
fried egg and sausage sandwich. Toast 
the bun for a crunchy effect 


Then there are the open-face sand- 


wiches: poached eggs on toast, garnished 
with cheese and maybe a dice of to- 
mato; or sliced cooked eggs, creamed on 
toast, or poached eggs with Canadian ba- 
con on an English muffin.

Cold Soups Popular In Islands 


When the weather is hot, cold soups 


add a most refreshing, imaginative, and 
popular touch to any lunch or dinner. 


That's the voice of experience, coming 


from chef R, A. Dietrich at the famed 
Caned Bay Plantation retort on St. John 
in the sunny U.S. Virgin Islands. Sum- 
mer is a year-round season there, and 
the menu must be tailored to it. 


According to Chef Dietrich, about half 


of the guests at the sprawling ISO-room 
resort order cold soups dally, a much 
greater demand than for hot soups. 


The Food Editor of the London Times 


attested to their popularity and ex- 
cellence with a front-page article follow- 
ing a recent visit. 


'EVEN OUBST9 WHO are familiar 


with cold soups, such M the papular Gaz- 
pacho, enjoy an exciting change by try- 
ing something different such as our Avo- 
cado Frappe or Barbados Rum and 
Plum Pot," Chef Dietrich said. 


He offered some advice to hostesses at 


home planning to feature a cold soup: 


Be sure that the soup is well chilled; 


pre-chill the serving bowls or cups if you 
wish. 


Please the eye as well as the palate. If 


the soup is to be ladeled at the table, 
surround the tureen with leaves or green- 
ery to add aa air of crisp coolness. Be 
aware of color contrasts. Sprinkle soups 
with minced parsley or paprika or minc- 
ed fresh herbs. Be imaginative. 


Have condiments available with the 


cold soup as you would for serving a cur- 
ry. Your guests can create their own 
taste adventure with chopped egg yolk, 
crushed nuts, crisp „ bacon bits, or 
shredded coconut. 


Apple juice makes an excellent base 


for many cold soups, because it is neu- 
tral enough to blend with any fruit com- 
bination. 


EXCEPT FOR bananas, 
papayas, 


pineapple and melons, your fruits — can- 
ned or frozen — should first be cooked. 
Then they can be minced or pureed in a 
blender, mixed with the fruit juice, and 
chilled. A good proportion is one part 
fruit to two parts fruit juice. 


A bit of minute tapioca, cooked accord- 


ing to package directions and allowed to 
coot, can be added to cold soup for more 
body. 


Experiment with flavors. Lime juice or 


dry white wine or rum can become nice 
additions.

GAZPACHO ANDALOUSE 


4 large, ripe tomatoes, peeled 


and seeded (or use canned tomatoes) 


1 cucumber, medium size, peeled 


and seeded 


1 green pepper, large, seeded

1 onion, medium 
1 garlic clove 
2 cups tomato juice

CREAM OF PEANUT 


SOUP FRAPPE 


1% cups of creamy peanut butter 


1 quart milk 


salt and pepper 


Vt teaspoon monosodium glutamate 
In a pan over low heat, soften the pea- 


nut butter just enough to allow easy mix- 
ing with the milk. Add the milk, monoso- 
dium glutamate, and salt and pepper to 
taste. Chill. 


COLD BANANA SOUP 


1 quart milk 


V< teaspoon bicaroonate of soda 
dash of salt 
6 bananas 
2 pints of vanilla ice cream 


In a pan, mix milk, bicarbonate of 


soda and salt and heat until near the 
boiling point. Add the bananas whole and 
cook gently for two or three more min- 
utes. Remove from beat and cool. Add 
the bananas and milk to the blender con- 
tainer and blend smooth. Refrigerate for 
five or six hours until well chilled. Just 
prior, to'Serving, mix the banana-milk 
with softened vanilla ice cream. Serve in 
chilled bowls. Serves tight. 


Accent The Positive 


Rather than telling your children not to 


eat sweets, provide refrigerated snacks 
for them that are meaty and satisfying. 


Celery sticks can be stuffed with a 


mixture of one (two and one-fourth 
ounce) can of deviled ham, one (three- 
ounce) package of cream cheese and 
one-half 
teaspoon of 
Worcestershire 


sauce. 


Prepare carrot sticks that can be 


dipped in liver sausage just as it comes 
out of the casing. Braunschweiger can be 
spread on thin slices of refrigerated rye 
bread.

Watch Out For Food 
Poisoning At Picnic 


Enjoy your picnics but watch out for 


food poisoning. 


Food poisoning prevails — especially 


during the summer months — because 
perishable foods are often carried to pic- 
nics and cookouts without proper refrig- 
eration. 


Since most people don't even recognize 


the symptoms of food poisoning, they 
usually pass off an attack as the flu or 
an upset stomach. Naturally, these un- 
recognized cases go unreported. But it's 
estimated that some two million Ameri- 
cans, or one per cent of the population, 
suffer annually from salmonellosis alone 
— just one of the three most common 
types of food poisoning. 


MURIEL BRINK, University of Illinois 


Extension foods and nutrition specialist, 
emphasizes the importance of general 
cleanliness of hands, dishes, utensib and 
work surfaces when handling food. In ad- 
dition, she suggests these precautions 
against food spoilage when planning' out- 
door menus: 


Keep all perishables in the refrigerator 


or cooler until needed. 


Plan to eat soon after arriving at the 


picnic spot. 


A v o i d creamed dishes, creamed 


sauces, gravies and custards. 


Keep meat and fish sandwich fillings 


and salads cold, especially when made 
with mayonnaise or salad dressing. 


Bacteria, like all living things, need 


food, warmth, moisture and time to grow 
and multiply. The hazard lies in holding 
foods for any length of time at tempera- 
tures above that of refrigeration. 


FOOD MAY NOT be safe to eat if held 


for more than 3 or 4 hours at tempera- 
tures between 40 degrees and 140 de- 
grees, the zone in which bacteria grow 
rapidly. Don't hold food for several hours 
— three or more — in an automatic oven 
before cooking. 


Apply the general principle of keeping 


hot foods "hot" — above 140 degrees — 
and cold foods "cold" - below 40 de- 
grees. By following this basic rule, you 
can bold the number of bacteria in foods 
to a safe level and prevent food poison- 
ing. 


Best Food Buys Of August 


Summer meals can be a breeze, if you 


plan in advance. Of course, at me mar- 
ket you may find bargains that will 
prompt a change in plans. So be flexible! 


Broiler-fryers continue to be the num- 


ber one bargain in most meat depart- 
ments. On those days when the tem- 
perature steadily climbs — steady your 
nutrition with a delicious chicken dish, 
that can be hot or cold, and still give you 
important protein, vitamins, and miner- 
als. Did you know that chicken breast 
meat contains more protein than veal, 
beef, pork, or lamb? 


For the outdoor grill or for in-door 


cooking, you can find a nice variety of 


meats at reasonable prices. An increase 
in store promotions is expected. Franks 
are an all time favorite for outdoor 
meals. Read the label to team the pro- 
portion of meat you're getting. 


Peaches and plums are spotlighted in 


the fruit sections. A variety of grapes is 
in plentiful supply; quality is good. There 
are plentiful supplies of carrots, cab- 
bage, cucumbers, lettuce, and celery. 
Relish trays should be brimming full of 
fresh finger foods. Lemons, limes, and 
oranges provide a twist for the punch 
thirst-quencher. Demand for other small 
fruit is holding low prices on bananas — 
a popular fruit for families with children.
